SAVED FROM THE OREGON 


BRINGING THE RESCUED PEOPLE 
TO THE CITY. 

EVIDENCES OF HASTY FLIGHT FROM THE 
SINKING STEAMER—CARING FOR THE 
DESTITUTE PASSENGERS, 

When the steamship Fulda, of the Brem- 
nm Line, bearing the rescued passengers and 
®rew of the sunken Oregon, drew up to her pier 
at Hoboken soon after 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning she was greeted with cheers loud and 
prolonged. A throng of eager men and women 
that almostly completely filled one end of the 
large pier looked up at the overcrowded steam- 
Bhip and manifested by enthusiastic shouts their 
eppreciation of the good service she had per- 
formed in bringing asbore the 896 persons taken 
from the wrecked Cunard steargship off Fire 
Island on Sunday morning. Many of those as- 
sembied were relatives and friends of the cabin 
passengers of the Oregon. 

It was an odd-looking procession that came 
acrossthe gangway of the Fulda and mingled 
with the waiting throng. Nearly every one of 
the rescued passengers and crew had passed a 
sleepless night, and their appearance clearly be- 
trayed the fact. Most of them had sat up all 
night in the cabin of the Fulda. It was in the 
matter of dress, however, that the motley pro- 
cession presented its most curious phase. At 
first glance it seemed as if not more than one- 
third of the shipwrecked persons were clad in 
their proper garments. Some of the men and 
Women were scantily attired, and others were 
bundled up in wraps much too large for them. 
Some of the men wore coats that were too small 
and trousers that were too short, and some of 
the women appeared to have left the greater 
portion of a woman's usuai wearing apparel on 
the sunken steamer. These conspicuous indica- 
tions of haste and carelessness in dress conveyed 
to the minds of the on-lookers a quick sense of 
the danger to which the Oregon’s passengers 
und crew had been exposed. 

“ Why, there isn’tasilk hat ora gripsack in 
the party,” remarked one of the waiting throng 
@s he grasped the hand of a meagrely clad friend 
who had come off the Fulda. 

“No, not even an umbrella or a cane,” re- 
#ponded the friend. *“* We were not allowed to 
take anything into the lifeboais except the gar- 
ments on our backs. It was nota time to think 
of valuables or personal adornment. The only 
consideration just then was the saving of human 
lives. Some of us men came away from the 
Oregon with only trousers and overcoats drawn 
©n over our night clothes. A good many of the 
passengers—especially those in the steerage—had 
to be supplied with necessary articles of clothing 
after they got on board the Fulda. That partly 
accounts for the variegated attire in which you 
gee many of us.” 

As soon as the first and second cabin passen- 
gers of the Oregon touched terra firma they 
turned their faces homeward. Many of them 
left the Bremen Line pier under the escort of 
triends, and thoss who were not met by friends 
hastened away alone. The rescued persons did 
not go away from the Fulda, however, without 
Sropping many cordial words of appreciation of 
yhe kindly courtesy extended to them by the 
fficers and crew of the German steamship. 

The 895 steerage passengers of the Oregon, 
with the crew of that vessel, were landed at 
Castle Garden yesterday morning. The mem- 
bers of the crew were sent to the Sailors’ Home, 
jn Cherry-street, where they will be provided for 
until they are sent to England by the British 
Consul. A representative of the Cunard Line 
visited Castle Garden, and directed the 

Officials there to feed the rescued immi- 
grants at the expense of the company. 
A few of the immigrants bound to the West had 
lost their railway tickets with their luggage. 
New tickets were issued to these persons. Many 
eof the poor people had entertained some hopes 
that they would be paid for the iossof their bag- 
gage. and were greatly disappointed when they 
were told that the company would probably not 
be heid responsible for their loss, The majority 
of the immigrants, who are nearly all English, 
Irish, and Scandinavians, started for their des- 
tinations last evening. A few were cared for at 
boarding houses at the expense of the Cunard 
Company. 

The officers of the Oregon lost no time in get- 
ting to New-York. The officers declined to ap- 


gwer any questions put to them on the pier, and 


under their directions the members of the crew 
were mute as oysters. Capt. Cottier, of the 
Oregon, and his subordinate officers breakfasted 
fn this city and hurried down to the office of the 
Ounard Steamship Company, on Bowling Green, 
where Vernon H. Brown, the General Agent of 
the company, was waiting for them, State- 
— made separately by the officers were 

stened to by Mr. Brown, who expressed the 
pinion later in the day that the ioss of the Ore- 
fron was not due to the carelessness, negligence, 
or incompetency of auy of its men. 

While the General Agent was conducting his 

reonai investigation the office of the com- 
pany was besieged by persons anxious to learn 
pomething of the manner of the collision and 


the extent of the Cunard Company's responsi- 


pility for the loss of personal property. To the 

uestions rezarding the manner of the collision 
the Genera! Agent’s clerks returned the stereo- 
typed reply: *We don’t know how it hap- 
pened.”* The inquiries as tothe liability of tbe 
eompany for the baggage and valuables lost by 
the passengers: elicited only evasive and guard- 
ed answers. Fully twoscore of the first and 


ship her @eck wasso iowin the water that he 
was able to step from the rail directly into one 
of the small boats. In explanation of the story 
that some of the Oregon's stokers and firemen 
fought for the possession of two or three of the 
émali boats immediately after the collision, 
Capt. Cottier stated that the only firemen who 
went near the small boats while they were 
being lowered were the men who were 
ordered by him to guard those boats. It 
is conceded that some of the _ steerage 
passengers rushed for the boats as soon as they 
found that the vessel was sinking, but the 
were driven back by the mates and crew. Al- 
fred N. Bill, a passenger, says that the Captain 
checked a disposition manifested by some of the 
male passengers to clamber into the boats as 
s00n as they were lowered by shouting from the 
bridge: ‘* Stand back there, every man of you. 
Iam an Englishman andl am going to see 
that the ladies go first.” 

Atabout 8 o’clock yesterday morning Jack 
O’Brien, Jack Fowler, and Tom Lacy, sailors on 
the Oregon, turned up at the Cunard pier after 
asomewhat dangerous experience. They left 
the Oregon in one of the ship's boats on Sunday 
morning for the purpose of putting Third Offi- 
cer Taylor ashore. r. Taylor had orders to 
land and telegraph the fact of the collision 
to Agent Brown. Pilot William Parker, of Pilot 
Boat No. 11, was also with them. The surf along 
the beach ran so high that the men did not dare 
to try to run their boat in. One of the patrol 
of the Life-Saving Service saw them and a surf 
boat was sent out, to which Taylor was trans- 
ferred. After sending his telegram from 
Moriches he went back to the beach. It was im- 
possible to put him on board the ship’s boat 
again. The three men and the pilot then headed 
the boat toward New-York. There was a high 
wind, and they could do little more than drift 
until about the middle of the afternoon, when a 
Philadelphia collier steamed along and took them 
aboard. The collier turned about and brought 
them up to the lightship. Then they took again 
to their small boat, and were rowing toward the 
city when they were overhauled and taken on 
board the Swedish bark Harold, which was in 
charge of Pilot Russell, of Pilot Boat No.2. This 
was at 2 o’clock yesterday morning. The Harold 
came up into the harbor at 8 o’clock, after which 
the three sailors had no trouble in reaching the 
Cunard dock. They were sent over to the Sail- 
ors’ Home, where their shipmates gave them a 
boisterous welcome. They said they had not 
felt in much danger at any time, and had two 
jolly meals off a barrel of crackers and a keg of 
water that were in the ship's boat. 


BLAME FOR THE COLLISION. 

The statements made to Mr. Brown and 
to the British Consul-General by the officers of 
the Oregon place the entire responsibility for the 
collision upon the unknown schooner. The 
steamsbin, it is alleged, was manned with a full 
force of lookouts, and was carrying the regula- 
tion lights. There were fully 30 members of the 
crew of the Oregon on her deck at the time of 
the collision, and the officer who was then in 
charge says that had the unknown schooner 
displayed the reguiation colored lights she 


would have been seen and the collision avoided. 
Capt. Cottier did not regardit as strange or 
unusuai that a vessel not carrying colored 
lights should not have been seen by his lookouts. 
The night although clear was dark, he explained. 
Mr. Brown said that it was the invariable rule 
of the Cunard Company to havea thorough ip- 
spection made of each vessel just before it starts 
on a voyage. He had ascertained that the 
Oreron was carefully inspected in Liverpool and 
found to be in good condition. 

In this search for facts bearing upon the re- 
sponsibility of the officers of the Oregon for the 
collision great interest centred in Chief Officer 
William George Matthews, who was in charge of 


inguiries were made for Officer Matthews at the 
ottice of the Cunard Company, but it was latein 
the afternoon before General Agent Brown con- 
cluded to allow newspaper men to see him. Mr. 
Brown’s first inclination was to prevent any 
public statements being made by the officers of 
the Oregon in advance of the official investiga- 
tion, which, he said, would be made either by 
the British Consul-General or the maritime au- 
thorities of London. 

As the day advanced, however, Mr. Brown’s 
attention was ftrequenatiy calied tothe intima- 
tions ot some of the passengers that the disaster 
was the result of negligence on tbe part of the 
chief officer of the Oregon and the men who 
were supposed to be on the lookout for danger. 
When asked if it was the desire of the Cunard 
Company to coverup anything relating to the 
collision Mr. Brown said “ No” with great em- 
phasis, and soon afterward he sent for Chief 
Officer Matthews and directed him to answer all 

uestions that the representatives of the press 
desired to ask. Officer Matthews is 46 years old, 
has been a sailor about 25 years, and has been in 
theemploy of the Cunard Company I1 years, 
and this was his fourth voyage on the Oregon. 
He holds a First Master's certificate, 

*T went upon the bridge, and took charge of 
the ship about 4 A. M.,” said Officer Matthews, 
“ and the collision occurred about 4:30 o’clock. 
The fourth officer was on the bridge with me. 
He stood on the port side,and I stood on the 
starboard side. ‘here were three men on |look- 
out duty, two on the turtie back, and oneon the 
forepart of the promenade deck. The latter was 
able to keep a lookout and pass the word along 
from the other men. The night was tolerablyclear, 


occurred. The first sign of the proximity of an- 
other vessel to our own was the sudden appear- 
ance of a bright light off the port bow. It ap- 
peared to me to bea light just held up for a 
time, for it disappeared instantly. It was just 


like a flash light, Ithought that it must be on 


a pilot boat with her mast headlight out. Pilot 
boats do not carry side lights. Knowing that 
the Captain was not going to take on a pilot un- 
til we reached the bar, I had the helm put hard 
aport to bring the light more broad on the bow.”’ 

** How high was that light ?” asked one of the 
chief officer’s auditors. 

“ f assumed that it wasin the hands of a man 
standing on the deck, Ieaw no other lights at 


all; there were no colored lights. My first im- 

ression was that a vessel was there without any 
figbte, and that somebody on her deck, suddenly 
perceiving the approach of the steamer, had 
grabbed the first light that came to hard and 
hastily held it up. I could form no idea of the 
distance between mysecif and the light. The 
fourth officer and myself saw the light simul- 


taneously, and the lookout men say that they

‘was the assurance from tbe General Agent's 
gg? that the company would do what was fair. 
r. Brown explained that until instructions 
€ume from the main office in LonGon he could 
ot say how the claims of the passengers would 
treated. His personal opinion was that, un- 
ess there was evidence that the Oregon was 
punk in consequence of the negligence or ir- 


competency of her officers and crew, the Cunard 
Company could not be held responsible for the

‘when she went down. One passenger, Archibald 
Ramsdell, presented a demand forthe return of 
mmoney he bad paia for a return passage Over 
the line. He declared that be wished to take

After making his report to General Agent 
Brown Capt, Cottier went to the British Von- 


pulate and wrote out a formal statement of the 
circumstances of the disaster and gave it to 
Consul-General Booker. This statement added 
Very little to the Captain’s parrative which was

Cottier further stated that theOrecon had enough 
life boats, in good order, to have kept all of the 


896 persons on the steamship afloat. Ten of the 
Oregon‘s boats were used in transferring the 

assengers and crew to the rezcuing vessels. 

Sonsul-Geuveral Booker said that it was not his 
intention to make any Officia! ‘investigation; in- 
@emuch as the occurrence was of sufficient im- 
portance to attract the earnest attention of the 
maritime authorities of London, he shouid send 


all documents recéived by him in relation to the 
collision direct to London, 


General Agent Brown was unable to say 
whether or not the Oregon was insured against 
eollisions. The matter of insuring the Cunard 

teamers is managed entirely at the mam office 
S London. When asked if the company would 

ttempt to raise the sunken_steamsnhip he shook 
fis bead doubtfuliy. *““Of course we can 
definitely on that point 
until the exact location and condi- 
tion of the Oregon is ascertained,” 
he said. “From the information I now have I 
am inclined to regard the chances of raising the 
steamship as rather slim.” Mr. Brown sent in- 
gtructions to the Merritt Wrecking Company 
early in the day to dispatch a boat, with divers, 
to the scene of the collision to ascertain the 
whereabouts of the sunken steamship and place 
a buoy over her. The steamer Rescue started at 
once to carry out these instructions, and a diver 

ccompanied her especially commissioned to 
fook after the missing mail matter, 

Various rumors relating to the loss of life 
founa their way into the Cunard Company’s 

. One man, who said that he was a mem- 
ber of the Oregon’s crew, insisted that seven of 
the steerage passengers were drowned. Capt. 
Cottier feit that he was justified in denying ail 
ot these ugly rumors with great positiveness. He 
was the Jast mau to jJeave the sinking steamship, 

nd he believes that he saw every human being 
that had been aboard of her safely transferred to 
boats.

stant ] heard the crash i signaled the engineer 
to stop theengines, which was done at once. 
Then i turned to look for the schooner. The 
Oregon was obeying the helm and swinging 
around ILiooked all around the horizon, but 
couid see nothing of the schooner. [I heard no 
noise, no shouts, or talking among the schoon- 
er’s men. No words were exchanged at any 


time between the two boats, Capt. Cotlier heard 
the engine room telegraph apparatus when I 


ordered the engines stopped, and he at once 
came up on deck and relieved meof the charge 
of the vessel. Next we heard the word being 
Passed along that our ship was making water.”’ 
**Some cf the passengers have stated that you 
left the bridge in the early part of your watch 
several minutes before the collision, and went

“That is false,” exclaimed Officer Matthews 


indigantly. “1 never drink coffee, and I did not 
leave the bridge at all from the time that I was 
pot in charge until some minutes after the 
aptain came up there and relieved me. After 
I got dowu from the bridge I had 
charge of lowering the two forward boats. 
I cannot tell how long it took to get 
them free and ready for use, but the work 


was done promptiy. There were no obstacles, 
All of the Oregon's boats were fully equipped 


and in good order, I did not see any breaches 
of discipline on the part of the crew. There 
was no insubordination that I know of. ‘There 
were no passengers on deck at the time of the 
collision. At !teast I did not see any.” 

““Were orders given to lowera boat for the 
schooner <”* 

“No; because we were making in the direction 
in which the schooner was supposed to be, Our 
helm being kept hard aport had swung the 
Oregon completely around. It was stili dark. 
and = could not see anything of the unknown 
vessel.” 

On the cabin Hist of the Oregon were the 
names of Messrs. Read, Charles Carpenter, and 
William Lleet, the two former gentiemen hailing 
from Chicago and the ltatter from Marquette, 
Mich. Ali three of them reached the deck very 
soon after the collision, and they declare that 
the atmosphere was clear and they could see for 
a iong distance over the water, Mr. leet 


averred that he could hawe clearly perceived 
objects five or six miles away and that there 
was nothing but Fire Island lignt within the 
range of his vision beyond the outlines of 
the rateamer. here wss no schooner, nor was 
there any other vessel in sight. The sky was 
starlit and dawn was near. Archibald Rams- 
dell, another penn says that he was on deck 
soon after the collision, and that the night was 
clear and stars were shining, and he couldn't un- 
| derstand how the accident happened, It must 
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have been the fault of the officer in charge of 
the Oregon or of the ** outlook.” He further 
alleged that the boats and life-rafts of the 
steamer were not sufiicient in capacity to ac- 
commodate half the number of her passengers 
and crew, and that had two hours only, instead 
of eight, elapsed between the time of the collision 
and the sinking of the craft, a great many lives 
would have been lost. 

Two of the three men constituting the ** look- 
out” of the Oregon when she was run down, de- 
clared yesterday that they first saw the schooner 
80 or 40 yards away from the steamer. She was 
bearing down toward the latter under full sail, 
onthe port bow. They gave warning of her 
proximity, but without avail. The two sajlors 
were at first averse to being questioned, having, 
like all their fellows, been cautioned about talk- 
ing to reporters, but they finaliy unloosed their 
tongues sufficiently to say that the loss of the 
Oregon was due to those in authority over 
them. One of them denounced the chief officer, 
and declared that the latter lost the ship, adding 
the startling statement that ‘‘ seven hands went 
down with her.”” His remarks were cut short 
by an official of the Cunard Line, who led him 
and his companion away.

THE COLLISION AND RESCUE. 

Reporters from Tut Trmes-were the only 
persons who boarded the steamer Fulda, which 
had picked up the rescued passengers of the 
steamer Oregon, while she lay outside of the bar 
at Sandy Hook on Sunday evening waiting for 
the tide to rise. To them passengers whose 
mouths could not be closed by Capt. Cottier’s 
orders told the story of the disaster, Of all 
these that of Mrs. W. H. Hurst telis best that of 
the instant of the collision. With her husband, 
she occupied stateroom No. 54, which was out- 


side and just abaft of the point at which the 
nose of the schooner plowed through the iron 
side of the great steamer. 

“IT had passed a sleepless night,” she said, 
“and was looking out through the deadlignt 
into the almost impenetrabie darkness. I could 
see the twinkling of a few stars away out where 
sea and sky seemed to meet. My husband 
awoke just then, and I spoke to him without 
turning my head. Suddenly the stars were shut 
out from view by some passing object. Then a 
brilliant red light shot by.my cabin window, and 
I was calling my husband’s attention to it when 
there wasa terrible crash at the vessel's side, 
close to our stateroom. It was so severe as to 
nearly throw me off my feet,and it made the 
vessel shiver and tremble in a frightfully sug- 
gestive manner. My husband and I hurriedly 
dressed, for we knew that the steamer had been 
struck, and we supposed by another steamer. 
Death by drowning seemed not only probable, 
but a fate that was imminent. We hurriedly 
threw on enough clothing to shelter us and 
started for the cabin. While we were dressing 
there was asecond crash, and then a grinding 
noise and the crushing of timbers. This last and 
most frightful of sounds was followed by the 
crash of a mass of falling timber. My husband 
said, ‘ The masts of our vessel or the one that has 
run into us have fallen. For God’s sake hurry.’ 
I did hurry, and tnen, as I said, we started for 
the dining saloon and the deck. There was only 
one stateroom between ours and the dining 
saloon, and it was immediately under this that 
the great holes had been torn in the Oregon’s 
side. Icould hear the water rushing into the 
hull of the vessel, or imagined I could, and was 
terribly trightened, for death seemed to me to 
be very, very near. The dining saloon was com- 
paratively empty when we reached it and passed 
through it and up on deck, for we were among 
the first to get out. 


I don’t know. The scene on deck was some- 
thing awful. The people from the steerage were 
on deck, crying, screaming, and praying. It 
was a most awful combination of noises, and no 
one who heard it could by any possibility ever 
forget it. But above it sounded fora few min- 
utes after I got on deck the curses and horrible 
oaths of the begrimed and half-attired firemen 
and stokers. hey seemed to have mutinied, 
and the ofticers had no control overthem, They 
were scattered all over the deck, and myself and 
other ladies and some children were so roughly 
pushed about that several of us were thrown 
violently to the deck, Finally the officers were 
reinforced by anumber of :the gentleman cabin 
passengers and order was in some measure re- 
stored among those rough men. It took force 
to do this, though, and the minor officers had 
to use staves and beiayine pins and fairly 
club the men to keep them from capturing the 
lifeboats, our only hope of salvation, As it was, 
one boat, the first away, was filled with them. 

‘“*T was among the passengers who were, tuken 
off before the pilot boat came alongside and fur- 
nished temporary shelter for partofus. From 
there we saw other passengers taken from the 
sinking vessel, and our nearts sank when we saw 
that over half the passengers and crew were left 
behind, and it seemed that no possibility of suc- 
cor remained. The suspense was simply horrible, 








; while minutes seemed to grow into hours and 


hours into years before Providence sent to the 
rescue of those remaining behind the schooner 
Fannie A. Gorham. he, too, was loaded until 
there was no room to squeeze another person on 
her deck. Then the officers and crew and a few 
of the brave passengers who remained to the last 
filled the boats and the life raft, and we all drift- 
ed about waiting to see the beautiful steamer vo 
to the bottom,as we knew she must. Her gor- 
geous cabins weren’t haif so inviting to us as 
the homely vessels whose decks now stood be- 
tween us and death. Pilot Boat No. 11 is now in 
my eyes the handsomest craft in the world. 
*““We were somewhat anxious on board, not- 
withstanding the assurance given us by the 
officers that we were in the path of vessels 


which would surely pick us up before night- 


fall. Happy we all were when the smoke of 
asteamer was seen, as happy as we had pre- 
viously been disheartened when we saw two 
steamers and a sailing vessel pass and refuse to 
answer our signais of distress. A shout of joy 
rose impulsively from every lip. It was an- 
swered from the schooner and from those in the 
boats lying about us. We knew help had come 
at last. We had not long to wait before tho 


Fulda came up and picked us up, and Capt. 
Ringk and his officers and the passengers have 
treated us with the utmost courtesy and kind- 
ness thus far, and I presume will continue to do 
so until we are safely landedat the dock. The 
JastI saw of the Oregon was from the deck of 
the Fulda, when she plunged bow first down to 
the bottom, her great propeller screw being the 
last thing we saw of her.” 


A jovial Englishman who did not want to be 
made famous by the newspapers said: ‘Il have 
a theory about this mishap, but I don’t dare to 
tellit. I might be doing somebody an injustice. 
But doesn’t it look queer to you that such a 
collision should happen on a starlight morning, 
without a trace of fog. Yet it’s all right as it 
stands. I’ve got off with an overcoat and a box 


of cigars, I'll look like a tramp when J walk up 
Broadway to-morrow, but I'll be a swell once 


more, andin short order. 1f I'd known there 
was a Bishop aboard the Oregon I'd never have 
eailed in her. Bishop’s bad luck, and the 
Bishop oO Nassau, estimable on church oc 
easions and at smal) tea parties 

he may be, is no exception to the rule.

“As I said before, I don’t want to say any- 
thing about the cause of the Oregon's loss, but 


T do want to say a word for Second Officer Hood. 
If ever a man was taitnful to his duty Hood 
was. And I want tosay also that a more cow- 
ardly set of rascals than some of the crew of the 
Oregon were never got together outside of a 
jail. A party of them—firemen, I think—took 
possession of a lifeboat and were preparing to 
get awuxy without taking anybody else in her 


when a brave sailor ran at them with a big stick 


and belabored them soundly. But he didn't 


arive them out of the boat. They lay in its bot- 
tom and yelled for mercy. hen some passen- 
gers got into the boat. If I hadn't lost my purse 
I'd like to give that seaman something hand- 
eves,” said Mr. F. Frost, of California, ** those 
rascally firemen deserved drowning. WhenI ap- 
preached the boat they had taken they threat- 
ened me with belaying pins. AsI did not want 


my head battered I gave them plenty of room.” 
A white-haired old man who gave his name as 


Sturges—which name does not appear on the 
Oregon's passenger list—said: “I had not used 
a profane word since the first night of the Chi- 
cago fire until this morning. I cursed fright- 
fully when I saw a party of firemen going away 
from the ship with a boat not half filled. [ 
called tothem to come back. They would not 
return, Drawing my revolver and picking out 
the fellow who seemed to be their leader, I said, 


" ‘ 

‘If you don't come back I will kill you.’ They 
returned and we put 16 passengers into the boat. 
I believe I would bave been justified in killing 
some of the rascxls.”’ 

After the rush of passengers from the cabins 
to the deck no passenger was permitted to return 
ever. to the saloon, Capt. Cottier preferring to 
have the people on deck, where he could take 


care of them as well as bis limited facilities would 
ermit. For this reason Edward Kendall, of 
oston, manager of Austinand Stone's theat- 
rical enterprises, lost $4,500 in cash, which he 
had left in his waistcoat pocketin the haste of 
dressing. Mr. Kendall was consequently in very 
ill-humor on the Fulda, though he at occa- 
sional intervals found comfort in the fact that 
his valuable services were saved to the theatrical 
profession. He was the only one among the 
pussengers, so far as could be ascertained aboard 
the Fulda, who lost any large sum of money, 
Capt. T. RK, Huddleson, of St. Paul, Minn., lost a 


gold watcn and chain, and a few others iost jew- 
elry, which they left behind in their staterooms. 

Capt. Huddleson, who served in the late war 
in the Seventh Minnesota Regiment, in speaking 
of the conduct of the cabin passengers, who 
were the last to leave the Oregon, except its offi- 
cers and sailors, said, while chatting in the 
Fulda’s smoking room: ‘I’ve seen rockless 
feats of bravery, and I’ve seen true acts of hero- 
ism on the battlefield, but I’ve never seen any- 
thing more heroic than the conduct of the brave

** How I managed to control myself after this ; 


and intelligent men who came over in the Ore- 
gon’scabin. They thought death was certain. 
They saw no escape. Yet heroically they stood 
on deck, protecting the weak and old men and 
the women and children, and heipiug the offi- 
cers in controlling the mob of firemen 
and stokers, which at one time threatened 
to take possession of everything. All who had 
the least chance in the fight for life which they 
thought must come were sent away, and those 
brave men stuck to the ship, with nothing to 
save taem from what seemed certain death but 
their life-preservers. The schooner Gorham 
saved them, it is true, but there was. a readiness 
for heroic self-sacrifice in that party just the 
same, and if was the highest type of heroism. 
When it comes to the scratch, intelligence and 
heroism seem synonymous.” Capt. Cottier re- 
echoed this sentiment most emphatically, and 
praised his cabin passengers for their courage 
and overwhelmed them with thanks for the as- 
sistance they rendered. 

Several instances of bravery by a sailor named 
John Huston called forth words of commenda- 
tion and warmest praise, and a more substantial 
remembrance from the Oregon's passengers. 
With the second officer, Peter Hood, and a car- 
penter, they went to the Oregon's side to try 
und close up the great holes in the vessel's side 
into which the water wasrushing. Mattresses, 
pillows, and huge spreads of canvas were sent 
down for this purpose, and anattempt was made 
to fasten these over the holes below the water 
line by the use of chains and toggies. Huston, 
divesting himself of all superfluous clothing, 
dove into the water and tried to make fast the 
chains. Three times he went down under the 
icy water in a vain attempt to find a method of 
stopping the inflow of the water. The efforts 
were fruitiess, and Huston, much against his 
wishes, was deterred by Officer Hood trom mak- 
ing a fourth attempt. 

After this Huston again distinguished himself 
by saving the lives of three passengers. He 
seemed ubiquitous while passengers were being 
assigted from the vessel into the boats. Several 
of these in their hurry to get into the boats fell 
into the water. Among these were the little son 
and daughter of an emigrant named Andrew 
McNab. A fat woman and a baby fell into the 
water at the same time, but these two were 
easily pulled into the boat. The McNab boy and 
girl were carried some distance trom the boat. 
Huston saw their danger, and, throwing off his 
coat, with which he was trying to drive off the 
chill from his previous experience in the water, 
sprang Overboard. It was the work of only 
an instant, witb his strong, sure stroke, to reach 
the children, and both were brought back to the 
boat in safety. Subsequently Huston drew into 
the boat an elderly man who had fallen from the 
ladder into the water while trying to get into 
the boat. 

“While the disappearance of the beautiful 
steamer we had learned to love was in one re- 
spect an awful sight,’’ said one of the gossipers 
in the Fulda’s smoking room, “it was at the 
same time one of the most picturesque things I 
ever saw. She had listed well over to port be- 
fore the last boatload, with Capt. Cottier, Sur- 

eon McMaster, and the ship’s carpenter, left 

er. She Jay there seemingly in astruggle for life 
against the waters striving to engulf her. Five 
minutes before she sank the great vessel rocked 
backward and forward and rolled from side 
to side, a great helpless mass. Then, 
as her bow dipped, the reat waves 
her, and the siender_ fore- 
mast gave way and swayed to one side. Then 
the prow rose forthe last time. It stood weli 
upinair tor an instant and then, with asort 
of spring from her keelasif preparing fora 
dive, the bow cut its way down into the waves 
she could no longer ride. There was a swirl of 
waters, Aer dive was continued and the heavy 
stern swung well up, so that we could almost 
see her keel. Down she went head first, and the 
blades of the great propeller were thrown high 
and clear of the water. They, too, went down 
in the great gulf and the water boiled and bub- 
bled and gcurgied and lashed itself into a great 
mass of foam. We had seen the last of the 
Oregon.”

OVER THREE MILLIONS LOST. 

Precisely the value of the wreck of the 
Oregon, which now lies at the bottom of the 
ocean off Fire Island, it is impossible to com- 
pute, but an approximate estimate can be made 
of the sunken treasures. The steamship herself 
was valued at about $1,250,000. Tne value of the 
cargo by the estimate given below is about 
$700,000, exclusive of the diamonds and jewelry 
saved. The passengers lost all their bageage 
and possessions, except what they wore on 


their packs. Many of the ladies in the cabin 
had purchased expensive wardrobes abroad, 
which they were bringing home, and many had 
diamonds and otner costly jeweiry in their 
trunks. One gentieman estimates his own loss 
and that of his wife at $4,000 and another 
pleced his at $2,000. From these and other 
data it is fair to average the losses of the 
261 first and second cabin passengers at $750 each, 
and of the 389 steerage passengers at $50 each, 
while the value of the outfits of the officers and 
crew will averave fully $100 and $20, respective- 
ly. This gives a ioss to the passengers and crew 
of $216,000, which is probably mucad below the 
real figure. Nospecie, so far as can be learned, 
Was on board. 7 

The registered mail which sank with the Ore- 
gon contained, in all probability, judging from 
the past, at least $1,000,000 in negotiable coupons 
and greenbacks. The great bulk of exchange 
business in these commodities is done through 
the registered mail, and the Cunard Line 
has always been a favorite with merchants 
and bankers on account of its record for safety 
in the past. This money, of course, is bopelessly 
lost, and will be reduced to puip to float away in 
the waters of the ocean. Here is a probable 


total loss of over $3,000,000. In addition to this 


there is probably lying in the wreck of the Ore- 
gon something like $2.000,000 worth of stocks 
and bonds, which included in the 
These securities, of course, 
duplicated and replaced, but 
this can only be done at a heavy ex- 
pense of time, trouble, and money, which 
must justly be credited to the loss account of 
the disaster, The Oregon is said to bave had on 


board a large consignment of American seouri- 
ties which had been shipped by European hoid- 
ers for this market. In the list was:one lot of 
10,000 shares of Reading, representing a par value 
of $500, . Itisnot thought to be practicable 
to raise the Oregon, as the wreck lies so far out 
to sea thatit would be next to impossible to 
float it longenough to be towed into shallow

The general practice of the foreign bankers is 
to insure the coupons an securities, the pre- 
miums being merely nominal. These losses will 
fail mainly, if not exclusiyely, upou the London 
underwriters, as will those for the securities in 
transit. The underwriters will be enabled by 


giving suitable bonds of indemnity to obtain 
duplicate certificates, The cargo is probably in- 
sured throughout, but asin the case of the cou- 


pons and securities most of the losses will fall 
upon the uropean underwriters, most of the 
ary goods houses here having the insurance ef- 
fected on the other side by running policies. 
The cargo was consigned to persons and 
firms in this city. A very ere portion of it 
consisted of silks, cloths, and dry goods in 


general, Some books, dyestuffe, hardware, 


machinery, earthenware, liquors, jewelry, 


&., made up much of the remainder. 
Placing the estimate of $250 per case upon the 
merchandise in the cargo, this being very con- 
servative in view ofthe valuable character of 
much of the dry goods coming to the La | job- 
bers, the total value of the cargo lost will foot 
up as follows:

This estimate of the value of the cargo does 
not include the valuc of the diamonds and pre- 
cious stones which werein the ship’s safe, and 
which were savea by the purser. 

There were 598 bags of mail matter on the 
Oregon, Of these 113 were closed bags, contain- 


ing 260 bags of letter mail for the United States 
and Canada, the balance belng made up of about 


470 bags of newspaper mail, two dispatch bags, 
anda number of azs inclosing empty sacks. 
The registered muil is estimated at 2,400 pieces, 
of which 94 pieces have been received at the 
New-York office, consisting of a portion of 
French, Italian, Swedish, and Russian mail. The 
entire British registered mail was lost, as also 
the British, Cape Town, German, Swiss, Dan- 
ish, Belgian, and Portuguese money order 


lists. The Italian lists were saved. Duplt- 
cate lists will be cabled for at once. 
The Oregon's mail included matter posted after 
the satling of the City of Chester from Liver- 
pool on March 4, and Queenstown March 5, until 
the sailing of the Oregon from Queenstown 
March 9 and Liverpool the day before. Of the 
letter mail for New-York 8 bags, with 13 inclosed 
letter bags from London, were saved, and 1 bas 
from Dublin, Two large bags for Canada were 
also saved; one was from London, the other from 
Glasgow. Includedin the 8 bags from London 
for New-York were 1 bag each of Swedish, 
Russian, Italian, and French letters. Of the 
newspaper mail 59 sacks were saved, made up of 
matter from England, Ireland, and Scotland for 
New-York, San Francisco, Toronto, Chicago, ana 
Winnipeg. 


SAVING THE DIAMONDS. 


The large importers of diamonds in 


Maiden-lane and lower Broadway were about as 
much alarmed asany other body of men inthe 
community over the news of the steamer’s loss. 
It is the usual thing nt this season of the year 
tor the diamond merchants of this city te re- 
plenisb the inroads made on their stock during 
the holiday season. This gives them ample on- 
Sala to makeup thelr new goods and get

for next season’s business. Agents abroad are 
shipping diamonds by nearly every steamer just 
now. The jewels are always sent by the swiftest 
and what are considered the safest steamers. The 
Cunard Line has for years been intrusted with a 
large share of the diamond business. The Oregon 
wall ge ew oman dollars’ a oe 
en she sailed from ve n her 
fatal trip. iat 
The diamonds are usually insured and are 
always put in charge of the purser of 
the vessel, and he stows them away in 
his safe. They are among the first thin he 
looks out for in case of accident. The packages 
are usually sosmall that he can easily carry 
them in his pockets. The diamond merchants 
felt reassured about the safety of their valuable 
freight yesterday when they ascertained that 
the vessel floated several hours after the col- 
lision, but some of them did not rest easy until 
they had sent to the Fulda and learned beyond 
doubt from the Oregon’s purser that the 
precious stones were safe in his possession. |W. 
8. Heuges, Peterson & Royce, A. H. Smith & Co,, 
and Smith & Knapp were among the dealers who 
had invoices of diamonds on the lost steamer. 
The dealers will be delayed a little in getting 
their goods through the Custom House, because 
the Consul’s certificates, bilis of lading, and in- 
voices all went down with the mails that were 
lost. Brokers can only get the diamonds re- 
leased from Uncle Sam's clutch by signing a pa- 
per promising to produce duplicates. 
> 


THE PASSENGERS’ LOSSES. 

The passengers by the sunken steamer 
arrived in the city with nothing left of their pos- 
session save theclothes in which they happened 
to be clad when Capt. Cottier ordered every one 
on deck. After reaching the.city there was an 
informal meeting on the pier, and a regular 
meeting was called at the Morton House yester- 


day afternoon, to consider the best means of 
proceeding against the Cunard Company for a 
partial recovery of the lost personal effects of 
the passengers and the baggage which went 
down to the bottom of thesea. When the time 
of meeting arrived about two dozen of the first 
cabin passengers, clad in motley suits of ill-fit- 
ting clothes, straggled into Parlor A, of the 
Morton House, and for an honr or two discussed 
the best method of bringing the company to a 
realizing sense of the necessity of making good 
to the passengers the losses sustained. 

Some of the interested passengers advocated 
& rigorous course, unhesitatingly declaring that 
the collision was due to the gross negligence and 
carelessness of the officers on the watch. Others, 
of a@ more conservative turn of mind, were 
equally vociferous in advocating a politic 
course, pointing out that it was for the interest 
of the company, in view of retaining the good 
will of the ocean-traveling public, to settle all 
claims with as little delay as possible. During 
the course of the discussion the statement was 
repeated by several of the passengers that some 
unknown broker had called upon them with an 
offer, cash down, to settle at 50 per cent. all the 
bona fide claims for lost property. No one was 
apparently willing to accept this proposition, 
all the losers seeming desirous of awaiting the 
response of the company before determining 
upon the course to be pursued. Finally, atter 
an hour's discussion, the meeting was postponed 
until evening, when there was a comparatively 
full attendance. 

Precisely the same ground was gone over as at 
the afternoon assemblage, the general tendency 
of the discussion being to approach the com- 
pany amicably, Mr. Hopkins, who was present, 
stated that he had visited the agents of the com- 
pany, who had assured him that if a good case 
could be made out the Cunard Line would pay 
upinfull. Atter going over the ground again 
and again Chairman Edward Kendall appointed 
a committee consisting of himself, J. J. Mur- 
phy, and C. Hopkins to wait upon the company, 
make whatever equitable arrangements seemed 
desirable, and report back to the passengers to- 
morrow night. In case the company does not 
meet the sufferers resort will be had to legal 
measures by anumber of the losers to wring 
from the steamship proprietors the value of the 
personal effects lost. 


THE UNKNOWN SCHOONER. 


What became of the mysterious schooner 
that ran into the Oregon is as great a mystery as 
isthe question what was her name? Noone 
yet knows with any degree of certainty how to 
solve either mystery. There is little doubt 


that the schooner sank immediately after the 
collision. All sorts of conflicting stories were 
made by the rescued people on the Fulda as to 
how long she remained above water. Imme- 
diately after she was struck the Oregon sheered 
off,and then from the lookout came the cry, 
*““Tnere she goes; she’s afloat!’? The schooner 
was foreotten in the excitement which fol- 
lowed, this cry having apparently satisfied 
everyone. One thing only seemed certain—that 
the schooner’s foremast went by tho board. 
Some of the sailors on deck saw the mast fall. 
The excited passengers and the officers and crew 
upon whom the safety of the passengers and the 
vessel depended had other things to think of. 
Some who saw, or claim to have seen, the 
schoonez after the collision say that she sank at 
once, but others say that she was seen moving 
as long as 10 minutes after the collision. 

Capt. Cottier, First Officer Matthews, and the 
fourth officer are all united ina belief that the 
schooner sank at once with ali on board, their 
theory being that the force of the collision was 
so great as to split her from stemto stern. This 
might easily be done when it is considered that 
the Oregon was moving under full head of 
steam at the rate of 18 miles an hour, and the 
schoouer, apparently with all canvas set, mov- 
ing before a good breeze, was making at least 
8 milesan hour. It was, ag one of the Oregon's 
sailors described it, like a locomotive running 
into and ** telescoping” atrain of freight cars. 
An impression prevailed among the people on 
the Oregon that the schooner was coal-laden, 
but no suflicient reason for this theory is ap- 
parent, except that the collision was in the 
route of the coal carriers. . 

“The schooner was made kindling wood of,” 


said Alfred Kinmouth, an Englishman, whose 
name does not appear in the list of cabin pussen- 
gers. He wasone of the first on deck after the 
accident,and one of the few who appear to 
have thought of tne schooner’s fate. This senti- 
ment was echoed by Mr. L. Hopkins, of Brook- 
lyn, who was the first passenger on deck after 
the collision, be having been in the saloon drink- 
ing a cup of tea when the vessels came together, 
Neither of these gentlemen was among those 
who claim to have seen the schooner after the 


collision, and tne ‘lookout’? who first criea 
t ** Sbe’s afloat’ never saw her after that cry 


of his. 
It is, of course, barely possible that the 





schooner may have got away in safety, or have 
got away only to sink some distance from her 


great iron victim, The arrival or non-arrival of 
vessels in the future can alone determine this 


act.

HOw IT HAPPENED. 

The manner in which the collision oc- 

curred is made comparatively clear by the state- 

ments of Capt. Cottier and the passengers of the 


lost vessel, According to Capt, Cottior’s stato- 


ment there was afresh breeze from the west and 
the Oregon was running under a full head of 
steam, which means that she was making from 
18 to 20 miles an hour. It is important to note 
that the wind was fresh from the west because, 
as the Oregon was heading west, and as she was 
struck on the port or seaward side, it explains 


why the lights of the schooner were not seen 


until a moment before the collision, It shows 


that the schooner was on the port tack, that is, 
with the wind blowing over her port side, and 
with ber sails bellying out to starboard. The 
two vessels were approaching each other on the 
lines of an oblique angle. 

Nobody has said anything about secing the 
starboard or green light of tho schooner, and it 
is evident that nobody did see it, because in the 


relative positions of the vesseis the schooner's 


head sails being carried on the starboard side 


would conceal her starboard light from the 
steamship. Oapt. Cottier says that “‘ when first 
noticed she showed no light, but when she was 
too close to clear she showed a white light,” and 
this statement practically agrees with that of 
First Officer Matthews, trom whom it was no 
doubt derived. This white light was undoubt- 
edly the binnacle light of the schooner seen for 


an instant likea flash through the interstices 
between her sails when she was close upon the 


ateamer. In fact, First Officer Mattnews used 
the word ‘‘flash” to describe it, thus uncon- 
sciously offering testimony to the fact that it was 
reveaied us above explained. The implication 
conveyed by Capt. Cottier’s statement is that the 
schovuner did not have out her sailing lights, but, 
as shown above, she approached the steamship 
in such a manner that her starboard ligtt was 
covered up by her sails, and her porthght was 
shut out by her hull, The statement of Mrs, W. 


H. Hurst is pertinent on this point. Happening 
to be up she looked out of the window of ber 
stateroom, which was near tie poirs in the 
steamer’s side where the schooner struck, and 
she exciaimed to her husband: ** Why there isa 
red light out there!” An instant after came the 
shock of the collision. This tends to show that 
the schooner did have her sailing lights out, and 
agrees with the other indications that she ap- 


proached the steamship in the manner described, 
—_—_——_—»——_——. 
THE FLOODED COMPARTMENT. 
Some wonder was expressed to Agent 
Brown yesterday that a steamship constructed 
with watsrtizht compartments,as the Oregon 
was, should not have been able to float even 
with one or two holes stovein her hulk “Ah 


that is just it," said the General Agent, “Had 
the Oregon been cut into anywhere else than in 
her engine space she would probably have re- 
mained on the surface. You see the steamship 
was struck amidships and the water was let into 
the largest open space in her, a compartment 127 
feet long, with 8,000 tons capacity. When you 
come to let 3,000 tons of water Into a vessel, of 
course the vessel must go. down.” . 
An experienced steamship man said yesterday 


that the loss of the Oregon was a matter of 





great surprise to every,one. The vessel was di- f 


? 


vided into'a numberof watertightcompartments, 
like all:of the other large Atlantic steamships. 
She would} oweny have kept afloat even had 
two of her forward or after watertight com- 
partments been filled. It was generally thought 
that the Oregon was oneof the few large steamers 
which was capable of remaining afloat with the 
large engine compartment flonded. It might be 
that the bulkhead at either end of the Oregon’s 
engine sossporement had not remained water- 
tight. The large compartment containing the 
engines was undoubtedly the weak feature 
of the watertignt compartment system. 
Longitudinal bulkheads through the en- 
gine compartment had been proposed, but 
this plan had proved impracticable. The loss of 
the Oregon would not destroy all faith in the 
watertight; compartment system, although 1t 
would make it plain that even the largest of the 
ocean steamers could not afford to receive a 
blow in either of her sides. The steamship An- 
choria, of the Anchor Line, which was struck in 
the side by the Quoen, of the National Line, in 
June, 1880, but succeeded in reaching port, was 
a notable instance of the success of the water- 
tight compartment system. 

In ropes to the condition of the bulkhead 
doors of the steamer, it 1s stated that one lady 
rusned up stairs to the deck when she heard the 
crash of the collision, and soon after, desiring to 
recover her money, jewelry, and other valuables 
she had left under her pillow, she tried to return 
to her stateroom, and found the bulkhead door- 
be stout which she had previously passed, 
closed.

LIABILITY FOR THE LOSSES. 

On the question of the Cunard Steam- 
ship Company’s liability for baggage lost on the 
Oregon, Chief-Justice David McAdam, of the 
City Court, said last evening: **The carrier across 
the seas of passengers or merchandise-is not an 
insurer, and isnot therefore liable for any loss 
of the goods intrusted to his charge without 
affirmative proof that the loss was occasioned by 
his fault or neglect. If the collision which 
caused the Oregon to sink was without any 
fault or negiect on the part of those in charge of 
the steamer, there is no responsibility on the 
owners either forthe loss of goods shipped as 


freight or for passengers’ baggage. If the ship 
had gone down by the ‘act of God,’ such as a 
tempest at sea or a stroke of lightning, it 1s clear 
that no liability would attach, but as such was 
not the case with the Oregon, the question of 
responsibility hinges upon the determination of 
the question as to whose fault caused the loss; 
and this is a question of fact rather than of law. 
“As a general rule a steamer meeting a sailing 
vessel must take measures to avoid the latter, 
which hasaright to keep its course. If, there- 
fore, those in charge of the Oregon saw in time 
the vessel which collided, or if they might have 
seen it by the exercise ot proper care and due 
diligence, then the collision was caused by the 
fault of those in charge of the steamer; but if, 
efter exercising every care, those on board the 
Oregon, either by darkness or the fact that by 
reason of the sailing vessel not carrying proper 
ligbts, its presence could not be discov- 
ered in time, then, of course, ,those in 
charge of the steamer were not guilty 
of fault or neglect. In case of a 
suit against the owners, it would be sufficient, 
in order to establish a prima facie cause of ac- 
tion, to show that the baggage or merchandise 
was delivered to the steamer on the other side, 
and that the steamer failed to deliver it here. 
This would cast upon the steamship company 
the onus of excusing the non-delivery. The 
company could only do this by affirmatively 
proving the fact of the collision and that it oo- 
curred without its fault. If it proved this, it 
would be a valid defense. If it failed to do g80, 
its owners would be held Hable for all losses.” 


TOM DAVIS’S FATE UNHEEDED. 





A WESTERN JUSTICE OF THE PEACE 
SWINDLED BY THE SAWDUST GAME. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 15.—A middle- 


aged man entered Police Headquarters here this 
afternoon and unburdened himself as to how he 
had been robbed in New-York. He gave his 
name as J. H. Breum, and said that his home 
wasin Taylor, Clark County, Dakota, where he 
not only had a large farm and was extensively 
engaged in stock raising, but also filled the dual 


position of Justice of the Peace and notary 


public. About three weeks ago he _ re- 
ceived a letter from New-York, bearing 
the signature of James Wilson, in which 
the writer expressed a desire to sell Breum some 
counterfeit notes “ which were so perfect that 
it was impossible to detect any difference be- 
tween them and the genuine.” Breum at once 
purchased a ticket and started for New-York 
with $325 in his pocket. The letter instructed 
Breum, if be came to New-York, to go to tho 
Manhattan Hotel, register as J. Tieman, and 
insist on having room No, 38. These instructions 
were followed, and shortly after his arrival at 
the hotel! a man came to his room, introduced 
himself as James Wilson, and at once began to 
talk business. 

While he was showing Breum a bundle of five- 
dollar bills which he said were counterfeit, an- 
other man entered the room and, addressing 
Wilson, said: *“* Wilson, that money fs all right. 
You would think that they just came out of the 
United States Treasury, they are so perfect.” 
This appeared to please Wilson, and the trio 
then went to another house, somewhere near 
Castle Garden, when Breum was given $1,000 in 


five and tenxdollar bills, for which be gave 


Wilson $800. Wilson said that, as Breum 
had come such a long distance, he would 
give him $300 extra and would aiso 
pay the expenses of expressing the valise which 
contained the money to Philade/phia, as Breum 
wanted to come to see Independence Hall. He 
went with the men to the express office, where 
the valise was expressed to this city and Breum 
was given the receipt, When he arrived here 


and got ‘his valise from the. express office he 
found it filled with stones. @ was positive that 
the counterfeit money was placed in the same 
valise which he received from the express office 
in this city, althougb he admits that after the 
money was piaced in it the valise was carried to 
another room before he started for the express 
office, 


He had no money left and asked that he bo 


fuivished transportation .to New-York, but this 
the police officials refused to do. The officers at 
headquarters are of the opinion that the money 
taken fromthe Justice of the Pweace’s valise 
were genuine greenbacks. Chief of Police Kelly 
sent Breum’s statement to Inspector Byrnes, of 
New-York, with a description of the men, but 


informed Breum that they could do nothing for 








him. Chief Kelly says the description of one 
of the men answers that of “The” Davis, broth- 


er of the man who was killed in New-York by 
Holland, of Texas, while negotiating with the 
latter for the sale of counterfeit money. 


On the evening of March 4 a big, strapping 
man walked into the Manhattan Hotel, at 


Broadway and Canalstreet, and asked for a 
room. He was about 45 years of age, was 


dressed in a hght-colored large overcoat, slouch 
hat, and baad his trousers stuck in his boots. He 
also wore a bushy beard, but carried no bazg- 
gage, not even a band valise. The clerk looked 
at bim in a suspicious manner, as he had not 
seen such a customer since he had been 
in the hotel. However, as the hour was 


late, and the man seemed to have 


a good deal of money about him, he assigned him 


to Room 35, but made him pay in advance. The 
stranger then registered his name as J. Tier- 
nan, of ewark, N.J.. and said that he would 
like to have the room reserved foranother night. 
The clerk, however, had become still more sus- 
picious, as he felt sure that that backwoodcsman- 
looking personage was no Newarker, and re- 
fused to reserve it unless he was prepaid, The 


stranger left the following day and bas not been 
soon since at the Manhattan.

THE TWO NEW COMETS. 
New-Haven, Conn., March 15.—The Yale 


Professors of Astronomy have calculated the 
orbits of the two new comets—one discovered by 
Prof. Barnard, of Nashville, in December, the 
other by Fabry, of Paris, on Dec. 1, 1885. The 
latter comet is now about 130,000,000 miles away, 
while Barnard’s is 150,000,000 miles. The Yale 
Professors say that about May 15 Fabry’s comet 
will be only 13,000,000 miles from the earth, and 
on June 1 Barnard's will be distant 85,000,000 
miles, Both comets will appear in their greatest 
brilliancy about May 1, and will be piainly visi- 
ble to the naked eye. Fabry's comet will project 
itself upon the sun‘s diek, and ir that case it will 
be watched with great interest by astronomers. 
8ome of the Yale students bave been busy figur- 
ing up the comets’ tracks. 
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WHAT THE LIITLE MAN 
ABOUT THE STRIKES. 
A SWITCH TENDER ASSAULTED BY KNIGHTS 
OF LABOR—THE TROUBLE EXTENDING 

ON THE TEXAS PACIFIC. 

Sr. Louris, March 15.—First blood was 
érawn in tho strike to-day by one-of a company 
of five Knights or Labor. They attacked W. W. 
Stanton, a switch tender at the Tenth-street 
crossing on the Missouri Pacific, one of them 
hitting him on the left cheekbone with a pair 
of brass knuckles, inflicting an ugly gash. 
Stanton had taxen the place of one-of the strik- 
ers. When the Sheriff's officers gave the striking 
Knights of Labor orders to quit the Missouri 
Pacifio.yards to-day the strikers laughed in their 
faces. .The railroad people’s scheme of serv- 
ing injunctions against the strikers has 
progressed, and has produced no other effect 
among the employes than to raise a hearty and 
a general laugh. Injunctions have been or-will 
be obtained in all county courts and at the prin- 
cipal points in other States along the line of the 
Gould roads. The effect of this proceeding is 
explained by the railroad attorney, but the 


strikers say the legal move is a mere farce, and 
that an injunction of this kind amounts 
really to nothing more than an attempt 
to enjoin men from committing crimes 
which they do not contemplate. The 
police are enforcing the railroad officials, 
orders to keep strikers and others from tres- 
pasting on the railroad’s proverty. No freignt

as been moved at this point, and no attempt 
as been made to move any. The Kirkwood 
accommodation got off this morning after a 
little delay, but was intercepted on its return 
trip, the engine disabled, and the passengers 
forced to take street cars from Tower Grove 
station. There is no trouble among the men, 
the only disturbance occurring at the Tenth- 
street switch, where a new hand was beaten with 
brass knuckles, a8 much on, account of an 
old grudge as anything else.

Vice-President Hoxie, Superintendent Lerrl- 
an, Attorney T. J. Portis, and Detective Fur- 
ong. of the Missouri Pacific Road, helda con- 
sultation this morning in the office of Judge 
Portis in the Gould Building. on Sixth and Lo- 
cust streets. Thesubject under discussion re- 
lated to the legal side of the controversy be- 
tween the Missouri Pacific and the strikers, 
The action of the company here on Saturday 
last in asking the courts for an injunction to 
keep the strikers off their property and from 
trespassing upon their yards and premises or 
in any way interfering with the running of trains 
will be pursued at different points up the road 
at which the company’s yards and shops are 
situated. The company adheres steadfastly ta 
the position originally assumed by it, and will 
continue in its efforts to run its trains. The in« 
junctions were taken out by the company fos 
the express purpose of paving the way to court 
protection.in the event of interference with tha 
running of trains onthe part of the strikers, 
and the railroad people rest satisfled inthe be- 
lief that they have provided for any emergency 
which may arise. Theclerks of the Missouri 
Pacific are being suspended as their work 
slackens up. A number of them have-offered: 
their services free to the company while the 
strike continues, but their offers were refused. 

The engineers in the employ of the company 
have already expressed their intention of stand- 
ing at their posts when so ordered and of re- 
maining there until they become convinced 
that they go out at their peril. Positive informa- 
tion iv regard tothe firemen’s intention has until 
now been wanting, but yesterday morning F. 
P. Sargent, of Chicago, Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Ftremen, arrived 
in this city aud attended a meeting of the flre- 
men in the afternoon. In the morning he an- 
nounced that he had advised them to report 
recularty for duty, to respond when called upon 
by the railroad company, and to go out with the 
engines unless they believe they wiil be exposed 
to danger in so doing. 

Littte Rock, Ark., March 15,--To-day 
a bill was filed by the Attorneys of the 8t. Louis 
and Iron Mountain Railroad against J, Delay 
and others, representing the Knights of Labor, 
alleging the seizure and the mutilation of their 
property and the obstruction of the business of 
the railroad company, and asking for an order 
restraining all parties from trespassing on their 
property and interfering with the business of 
the company. Chancellor Carroll granted a tem- 
porary restraining order. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 15.—Mr. Jay 
Gould to-day, speaking for the first time re- 
specting the strike by tne Knights of Laboron 
the Missouri Pacific Road and the remainin 
portion or the Gould Southwestern system, sai 
to a representative of the Associated Press: “I 
first learned of the strike while at Havana, aud 
have been advised by telegraph of the character 
of the trouble more particularly since my arrival 


here. Thestrike on our system was a complete 


surprise to me for two reasons. First, we 
had acceded to all the demands which tad 
been made upon us by our employes 
and were supposed to be working in 
harmony with them. Second, the present 
strike is made upon an issue with which we have 
nothing todoand which we cannot possibly 
arbitrate or control. The present strike,’ con- 


tinued Mr. Gould, “ originated in the discharge 


of a man named Hall on the Texas and Pacitlo 
Road, which road isin the bands of the United 
States court. We have no more right to at- 
tempt to contro! the workingsof that system 
than the workingmen themselves, and would be 
as completely in contempt to attempt to do so 
asany other outsider.” Regarding another as- 
pect of the strike, Mr, Gould said: ‘“ The public 


may not be aware of it, but the same issue was 


raised when some men were discharged on the 
Wabash Railway at a time when it was in 
the control of the United States_ court. 
Mr. Powderly, chief of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Knights of Labor, called upon me to 
secure the reinstatement of these men. The 
subject was tben fully discussed, and I told Mr, 


Powderly that I had no power in the matter, not 
even advisory, without a request from the 
court. At that interview 1 told Mr. Powderly 


that if any grievances existed among our men 
and he would brings them to our attention we 
would endeavor to right them. We recognized 
the necessity of remaining on good terms with 
our people, to whom one-half of the earnings of 
the road go yearly. The present strike came 
without notice and not in consequence of any 


grievance cited against us, and, in view of my 
interviow with Mr, Powderly, whom I Delleved 


to be a fair-minded man,was all the more sur 
prising to me.”’ 

Asto the future Mr. Gould said: “*I am ad- 
vised that great numbers of the strikers are not 
in sympathy with the movement and will return 
to work as soon as assured of protection by the 
civil authorities. It is our intention to resume 
operations as fast and as soon as this protection 


ig afforded.” In conclusion be declared that he 


did not care to discuss the other features of the 


strike beyond the statement that the company 
could not possibiy join hands with the Knights 
ot Labor agsainst the mandate of the United 
States Supreme Courtin their war on another 
system, which, he asserted, the present strike 
involved. Mr. Gouid further asserted that the 
Knights bad evidently discovered already 
through public sentiment that they were exer- 


cising their power in favor of un issue strictly 
against law and order, and that it was more of & 


war against the general public than the road. it 
was closing manufactories along the lines of 
road and was stopping the shipment of coal and 
other commodities to points where the people 
were liable to suffer great deprivation. It was 
more a fight of the public than the company, 
but the latter in the protection of its own lawful 
rights would exercise every lawful energy to 


meet the demands of its patrons in opening the 


road in all its departments. 

Mr. Gould stated that he was in receipt of tele. 
grams from manufacturers and others along the 
compauy’s line stating that they would com- 
pelled to shut down, but, at the same time, 
placing no blame upon the company or its 
maaoagement. 

New-Or.EANS, La., March 15.—Shortly 
after 9 o’clock this morning Receiver Sheidon, 
of the Texas and Pacific Railroad, received a 


dispatch from Gouldsborough signed * Commit. 
tee of Louisiana No. 3,777," saying: “ We, the 
New-Orleans employes of the Texas and Pacific 
Railroad, being called upon to assist our broth- 
e-s now on strike on the Texas and Pacific Road, 
reepectfuily request that you will consent to 
arbitrate the difficulty now existing.

LIKELY TO BE PRESENTED EARLY 
NEXT WEEK. 
aR. GLADSTONE SAYS THE PUBLISHED FORE- 
CASTS ARE BASELESS—HIS PROGRAMME 
NEARLY READY. 

Lonpon, March 15.—Mr. Gladstone au- 
thorizes the statement that he will take no no- 
tice of the various versions of his Irish plans 
that have recently been giyen to the public. He 
says that all the stories that have been ppb- 
lished regarding his intentions with respect to 
Ireland are entirely baseless. It is understood 
that the Premier hopes to be able to present his 
Irish programme in the House of Commons on 
Monday next. 

The Pall Mall Gazette professes to haye au- 
thority for saying that the statements of the 
Zimes and Siandard that Mr. Gladstone’s Irish 
expropriation scheme contemplates an outlay of 
£200,000,000 are ridiculous, and that the sum 
which Mr. Gladstone calculated necessary to buy 
out all the present landlords of Ireland is much 
nearer £100,000,000 than £200,000,000. 

Mr. Gladstone occupied his usual place in the 
House of Commons this afternoon. He looked 
fairly well. A number of motions looking to 
the rehabilitation of silyer as a currency stand- 
ard of which notices had been given were post- 
poned. Mr. A. J. Mundella, President of the 
Board of Trade, announced that the different 
British Consuls in the United States had been 
instructed to inquire into the alleged frequency 
of the crimping of British seamen in America 
und to take the necessary steps to protect them 
from the practice in the future. Mr. Glad- 
stone stated that the Government had decided 
to decline to appoint a special commission to 
‘nqure into the advisability of transferring the 
surplus population of Great Britain to the col- 
onies. 

Lord Charles Beresford (Conservative) moved 
that in view of the large number of working- 
men out of employment and the cheapness of 
labor, the present time is opportune to suspend 
the sinking fund in order to place the navy ina 
state of efficiency. The-motion was defeated by 
a vote of 206 to 98. 

The fact is commented on that Thomas P. 
©’Connor had a Jong conyersation in the lobby 
to-day with Herbert Gladstonefand Arnold Mor- 
ley and afterward conversed with Mr. Parnell. 

Mr. Parnell publicly urges members of the 
Nationalist Party in Ulster to refrain from cel- 
ebrating St. Patrick’s Day by demonstrations, 
such as parades, likely to anger the Orangemen. 
In his circular advising this course the Irish 
leader says: “Do not irritate the Orangemen, 
however misguided you may deem them: this 
is of vital importance now." 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, President of the 
Local Government Board, declares that the re- 
ports in circulation that he intends to resign his 
seat in the Cabinet are * ail moonshine.” 

Mr. Mundell a, President of the Board of Trade, 
was visited to-day by a deputation of authors 
and members of the House of Commons, who 
called apon him to urge the necessity of action 
by the Government to improve the laws govern- 
ing international copyright. Mr. Mundella as- 
sured the deputation that both the Board of 
Trade and the Foreign Office were engaged at 
present ina discussion asto the best means of 
improving the international and colonial copy- 
right laws. He added that, in his opinion, a 
codification of the copyright laws was desirable, 
but he thought it improbable that the Govern- 
ment would be able to find the time necessary to 
deal with the subject at this session. 

Richard Belt, the sculptor, was to-day found 
cuilty of misdemeanor in having obtained 
money of Sir William Abdy by false pretenses, 
and was sentenceo to a year’s imprisonment et 
hard labor. His brother Walter, jointly indicted 
with him, was acquitted. 

It is stated that many Irish constables will re- 
sigu if the force is placed under the control of 
ao Lrish Parliament. 

On the strength of a promised Government 
loan paving works have been opened in various 
parts of Dublin. The Lord Mayor hopes that by 
theend of the present week employment will 
have been furnished to all desiring it. 

The Lord Mayor has issued a second appeal for 
donations to the fund for the relief of unem- 
ployed workingmen, 

The police authorities of Birmingham fear that 
Fenians in that city have purchaseda large num- 
ber of recently rejected bayonets. 

Several] warehouses and other buildings at 
Winterthur, Switzerland, have been destroyed 
by fire. The loss is £50,000. 


Lonpon, March 16.—The Daily Neirs 
says: ‘*Mr. Chamberlain disagrees with Mr. 
Gladstone, not on the subject of home rule, 
but on the land question. It is likely 
that Mr. Chamberlain will resign during 
the present week.

In 
politics he wasa Buchanan Democrat, gee an 
advocate of the election of Stephen A, Douglas 
to succeed Buchaaan. He was opposea He seces- 
sion, and after Louisiana seceded refused to take 
the oath of allegiance to the Confederacy. On 
the arrival ot the Union forces he took an act- 
ive part in the reconstruction of the State, and 
in 1862 he was elected to Congress, but 
was not admitted to his seat until Feb. 
7, 1868. At the expiration of his term he 
urchased and edited tor.a time the New-Or- 
eans Daily ‘rue Lelta, in which he advocated 
emancinat on. He was elected the first Goy- 
ernor of Louisiana as a free State, and was inau- 
urated March 4, 1864, receiving from President 
Elneoln the additional powers of Military Gov- 
ernor. He waa elected United States Senator in 
January, 1865, and resigned his office as Goy- 
ernor, but he did not press his claim ta a seat in 
the Senate, and never took it. He then became 
manager and editor of the New-Orleans Daily 
kepublican, a position which he filled until 1871, 
when he removed to his sugar plantation, where 
he laid outand built the village of Hahnyille. 
From that time until his election in 1884 to the 
House of Representatives he filled several offices 
in Louisiana, among them State Register of 
Voters, Superintendent of the Mint at New-Or- 
leans, and District Judge. 
Goy. Hahn was a scholarly manof singular 
ability coupled with great modesty, augmented, 
erhaps, by the fact that he was incurably 
ame. Though 66 years old he _ looked 
much younger, haying a boyish face, He 
was a man of great personal popularity, and 
some years ago had acquired considerable 
wealth, much of which, however, he expended 
in trying to run a Republican newspaper in 
New-Orleans and much more perished karough 
shrinkage of values. He was a pieasing, win- 
ning speaker, and old settlers of Louisiana said 
that both in manner and physique he reminded 
them of Sergeant 8. Prentiss, the great orator of 
the New-Orleans Bar of 40 years ago. He was 
eloquent alike in English, french, and German. 
fie had more than 12 Jetters from the martyed 
President Lincoln, which have never been pub- 
lished, but which ‘he was preparing to give in 
magazine articles at the time of his death. These 
jetters were in favor of conferring freedom and 
suffrage upon the negroes, Hann was elected 
to Congress as a Republican in the strongest 
Democratic district in the State, and in his death 
the last white Republican Congressman is elim- 
(pated prem the late Confederate States south of 
irginia.

WILLIAM IRWIN, 

Ex-Goy. William Irwin, of California, 
died in San Francisco yesterday after an illness 
of a week. He was a native of Ohio and 62 years 
old, having been born in 1824. He wasa graduate 
of Marietta College and studied law in a Chicago 


office. He went to California in 1852 and settlea 
in San Francisco, engaging in the lumbering 
business, and afterward drifting into mining, 
editing, and other occupations. In 1861 he was 
elected by the Democrats to the State Assembly, 
and in 1869 and 1878 to the State Senate. He was 
President of this body when Gov. Booth was 
sent tothe United States Senate, and became 
Lieutenant-Governor in place of Mr. Pacheco, 
who succeeded Gov.

The body which was found at Old Field

was not thatof A, B. Walradt, although a pin of 
the Psi Upsilen Fraternity, with his name and 


class marked on it, was found on the body. Mr. 
Walradt lives in Brooklyn, and bas a law office 
with Horace E. Deming, in Room No. 18, Mills* 
Building. Four years ago Mr. Walradt lost bis 
Psi Upsilon pin, and never heard of it again un- 
tilhe read the statement in yesterday's papers. 
He has no idea howthe dead man came into 
possession of the pin. 

A close inspection yesterday of the life preserver 
found on the body disclosed the fact that the 
name [dlewiid had been printed on it. The dead 
man is thought to be, therefore, one of the eight 
men who were blown out into the Soundina 
boat in the storm in which the Idlewild was lost 
off Bridgeport on Feb. 26. Charles Jayne, keep- 
er of the Oldfield Lighthouse, near Port Jeffer- 
gon, discovered the body of a man about40 years 
of age, with a smooth tace, on the shore at West 
Oldfield yesterday. A Coroner's jury rendered a 
verdict that both men weredrowned. Both bod- 
ies were sent to Bridgeport. 

At Bridgeport both bodies were fully identi- 
fied. One was thatof Henry Long, of No. 285 
East Main-street, that city. He was 74 years old. 
Marks on the clothing of the other body proved 
conclusively that it was thatof Frederick Bruin, 
of Birmingham. There bad been some doubt 
epeue its identity, but the examination was de- 
cisive. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 





The three-story brick building, Nos. 228 
and 225 Wood-street, Philadelphia, occupied by

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TO STOP THE CABLE GRAB 


SENATOR PITTS’S SUBSTITUTE FOR 
THE CANTOR BILL. 

PASSED TO A THIRD READING IN SPITE OF 
OPPOSITION AND TO COME UP FOR 
FINAL ACTION TO-DAY. 

ALBANY, March 15.—Several friends and 
sympathizers of the cable railroads were 
discovered in the Senate to-night when 
the Cantor bill came up. Senators Fagan, 
Pierce, Plunkitt, and Murphy all showed marked 
interest in eyery move made by Senator Trap- 
bagen, a former Cable Railroad Commissioner, 
and gave him their hearty support. It will 
be interesting to watch the course of these gen- 
tlemen for the next few days. There are some 
other Senators who want to get over with the 
cable people, presumably because there igs money 
in the bands of this crowd to be spent in defeat- 
ing legislation that will prevent the New-York 
Aldermen giving away 70 milesof New-York 
streets for cable railroad purposes. 

The discovery made by THE TIMES that the Can- 
tor bill would not interfere with the schemes of 
the cable companies set some of the Senators to 
thinking. Senators Pitts and Fassett got to- 
gether this afternoon and drew up a bill which 
they believe will remedy the defects of the Can- 
tor bill, and which they hope to pass before the 


New-York Aldermen can pass the cable fran- 
chiges over the Mayor’s veto, ‘This bill Mr, 
Pitts introduced to-night as a substitute for the 
Cantor bill. It is as follows: 


* The local authorities of any city or village to whom 
application under the provisions of any Jaw of this 
State may heretofore have been made, but where the 
consent of all the authorities required by law has not 
been finally granted, orto whom upplication may here- 

fter be made for consent to the construction, opera- 
ion, or extension of a street surface railroad upon any 
street or highway, must provide as a condition 
of the said consent that the right, franchise, and privi- 
lege of using the said street shall be sold at public 
auction to the bidder who will give the largest sum 
per annum, with adeguate security, as hereinafter 
provided, for the payment of sald sum to the corpora- 
tion of said city, or the Trustees of said village, for the 
right, franchise, and privilege, subject to all the pro- 
visions of the law. 

Prior to such opie notice of the time. place, and terms 
thereof. and of the route to be sold, and of the condi- 
tions upon which the consent will be given. snall be 
poblished three times a week, for at Jeast three weexs, 
n two datlyjnewspapers, to be designated by the Mayor; 
and the local authorities of any village shall, prior 
to such sale, cause notice to be published three 
times a week, for at least three weeks, in a 
newspaper in that yilluge, or, if there is none, ina 
daily newspaper in the city nearest said village. The 
security required sha!l be a bond or understanding in 
writing and under seal on such form and condition as 
shall ts required and approved by the Mayor and 
Common Council of any such city and by the Trustees 
of any such village.” 


Mr. Hendricks offered an amendment to the 
Cantor bill similar to that suggested by THE 
Timms, but the bill was laid aside, and the Sen- 
ate went into Committee of the Whole on the 
Pitts substitute. 

Mr. Traphagen, as soon as the first section of 
the bill was read, said it was evident to gil that 
the bill should be printed so that the Senate 
could act intelligently. 

Mr. Fagan also argued on the necegsity of 
printing the bill. 

Mr. Coggeshall held that the bill should be 
sent tothe Railroad Committee, to be reported 
to-morrow if necessary. 

Mr. Pitts declared that the bili could be per- 
fected, ordered to a third reading, printed by 
to-morrow morning, and then acted upon. 

Mr. Trapbagen moyed to insert a proviso that 
bidders must agree to charge not more than 8 
cents for each passenger, 

Mr, Vedder arzued that the bill was general, 
and the amendment would bankrupt horse rail- 
roads in the country. 

To meet this objection Mr, Traphagen moved 
to amend by applying the three-cent provision 
to New-York and Brooklyn, 

On Mr. Pitts’s statement that full opportunity 
would be given for amendment on the third 
reading, Mr, Traphagea withdrew his amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Low offered as an amendment a proviso of 
the Railroad Committee bill prohibiting the pas- 
sage of franchises over the Mayor's yeto by Al- 
dermen. 

Mr. Hendricks offered a substitute for the bill 
covering the ground of Mr, Pittg’s bill, ana, in 
orier that it might be printed, Mr. Pitts's bill 
Was then ordered to a third reading, with the 
understanding that it wil. be printed and placed 
on file to-morrow morning, when final action 
will be taken. 

lt is understood that Senator Low has a large 
block of cable stock in his possession. This 
would naturally account for his tenderness.

JOHN M'CULLOUGH'’S FACE. 


THE BODY OF THE DEAD ACTOR REMARKA- 
BLY WELL PRESERVED. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 15.—The light of 
day looked on the face of John McCullough, the 
dead tragedian, again to-day. It was in the 
vault in Monument Cemetery, where the body 
has lain for over four months, and whence it was 
removed to the receiving vault in Mount 
Moriah Cemetery, The transfer was ordered 
several days ago, and it was made very quietly. 
James McCullough, the only surviving child of 
the dead actor, and Undertaker John Vanaiken 
droye to the Palmer vault, at the foot of Palmer- 
street, at about 10 o’clock this morning, where 
the body of William Johnson McCullough, the 
younger son of the actor, had been placed at the 
time of hig death, about two months ago. 
The casket was placed in the wagon, which 
wasther driven to Monument Cemetery. The 
lid of John McCullough’s casket was removed so 
asto expose the face under the glass. No one 
was present but the surviving son, the under- 
taker, and Superintendent Bermingham, of the 
cemetery, Considering the length of time since 
the actor’s death the face was remarkably wall 
preserved and life like, he lid wus replacea, 
the casket was lifted into the wagon, and the 
body of John McCullough was started on the 
third stuage of its journey to its final restin 
place, Itis thought that one more stage wi 
complete the journey. The two caskets were 
placed in the receiving vault at Mount Moriah, 
andwhen the McCullough vault is completed they 
will be deposited there. Work hag been begun 
on the vault, and it will probably be completed 
within a month or six weeks, 


JOHN WILSON'S DEATH KNELE, 

NorRRISTOWN, Penn., March 15,—The jury 
in the case of John M. Wilson, on trial for the 
murder of Anthony Daley, in January, 1884, re- 
turned a verdict to-night of murder in the first 
degree. It bas been the most interesting 
case ever brought before the courts of 
this county, and the Court House has been 
crowded ever since the beginning of the trial 
a week ago. Daley disappeared in January 
1884, and nothing was heard of him until 
last September, when Wilson surrendered him- 
self to the Chicago police and confessed to hav- 
ing killed him, and after cutting up the body, 
throwing it into Wissahickon Creek. After be- 
ing brought here he retracted his confession and 
denied the willing. A body found in Wissa- 
hickon Creek had been declared by a Coroner's 
jury of Philadelphia to have been that of Fred- 
erick Stahl, a missing butcher of that city, but 
the prosecution in the present trial produced 
convincing evidence that the remains were those 
of Daley. 

The trial was ended this afternoon and the 
case was given to thejury at 5:830 P.M. The 
court then adjourned, with instructions that 
shoulda verdict be reached the Court House bell 
should be rung, At 8:55 the bell was rung anda 
great crowd gathered at the Court House, which 
was filled to overflowing. As the prisoner was 
brought from the jail by the Sheriff, he re- 
marked that the bell had sounded his death 
knell. Upon Judge Boyer’s arrival the verdict 
of murder in the first degree was announced, 
and was received by the condemned man with- 
out apparent emotion, 

THE ICE HARVEST. 

SauGcertizs, N. Y., March 15.—The ice 
harvest along the Upper Hudson ended on Sat- 
urday. In many places between Coxsackie and 
Albany the third crop of ice was cut out of the 
same place in the Hudson River, Speculators 
who on March lasked high rates for the fields 
they controlled onthe Hudson and on ponds, 
now admit that there is little prospect 
of high prices prevailing curing the Summer, 
From estimates received to-day it appears that 
in round numbers 2,600,000 tons have been gath- 
ered, which is about 500,000 short of the storing 
and stacking capacity on both shores of the 
Hudson, As a rule only good ice has been 
harvested, but the cost of cutting and storing 
at many places has been far above the average. 


A FIRE 1N OHICAGO. 

Curcaa@o, March 15.—A fire in the busi- 
ness block situated at the northeast corner 
of Wabash-avenue and Congress-street to- 
night caused a loss of $45,000 to Deimal Brothers, 
furniture manufacturers. Before the fire de- 
partment had responded to the first alarm 
the flames had burst through the roof 
and lighted the cgity brilliantly for blocks 
around, the fuel being principally oom- 
bustibles in the form of oil, paints, and varnish. 
The corner building, eesunied by the large pub- 
lishing house of Belford, Clarke & Co., and Dona- 
hue & Henneberry, publishers and printers, was 
badly damaged by water. 


PROBABLY MURDERED. 

STUYVESANT Farris, N. Y., March 15.— 
The finding of the dead body of Frank Finkel, 
a butcher by occupation and one of the Con- 
stables-elect of this town, yesterday, 1m the rear 
of a saloon kept by a man named Sager, has 
caused considerable excitement in this part 
of Columbia County. A large wound, appar- 
ently made witha club, was found on the dead 
man’s head. Finkel was under the influence of 
liquor on Saturday night, and it is believed he 
was knocked down and robbed behind _ tne sa-

THE EXPRESS CAR MURDER 


BUT SLIGHT CLUES BY WHICH TO 
TRACE THE ASSASSINS. 
WATTS RELIEVED OF ALL SsUSPICION— 
MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF A 

STENOGRAPHER AND HIS NOTES. 

Curoaq@o, March 15.—Only by the hardest 
kind of work can the newspaper men obtain 
anything concerning the murder of Express 
Messenger Kellogg Nichols on the Rock 
Island Road and the robbery of the 
United States Express Company from the 
detectives engaged on the case. The old- 
fashioned, stupid method of burrowing in the 
dark is in full swing, and consequently tke 
murderers are freer in their movements 
than they would otherwise be. It is pretty 
certain, however, that no definite or valuable 
information has yet been found outside of that 
contributed by the reporters, Dispatches from 
Grundy County, in which the crime was com- 
mitted, indicate that alleged clues are thick as 
blackberries in Summer, and arrests are re- 
ported from many points. 

A track walker at Morris gave to-night a 
clue which may amount to something. 
He says that when the Kansas express 
passed him last Friday night, or rather Sat- 
urday morning, he was about a mile east 
of Morris. As he stood beside the track he no- 
ticed a man upon either the front op rear plat- 
form of the baggage car in which the express safe 
wag placed, and where Brakeman Watts, acting 
as baggage master, kept watch and ward. 
This is the first evidence of any suspicious 
stranger haying been seen about the 
train, The baggage car was coupled 
just ahead of the smoker, ana it is 
possible that somebody in the latter car 
had gone-out on the platform to enjoy a cigar, 
and to protect himself from the rush of the wind 
along the train bad stepped across to the plat- 
form of the baggage car. Were the trackman 
sure that the man was on the front piatform of 
the baggage car, instead of the rear, the clue 
would of more value, as the stranger would 
then haye been between the two cars in which 
Nichols w; murd red and the safe robbed, 

It was learne today that some strips of pa- 
per'torn fr the wranpings of the packages of 


murdered Nichols subsequently robbed the 
safe. it is the opinion of some that 
there were but two men engaged in the double 
crime, and that one kept watch while the other 
did the work, The Grundy County people be- 
lieve that the criminals boarded the train at Joliet 
and left it before the train passed Minooka, 
which is half way between Joliet and Morris, but 
at which the Kansas express makes nostop. In 
support of this theory there is the statement 
of some of the persons who saw Nichols’s body 
at Morris to the effect that it was cold when 
found, Others, however, who bad equal oppor- 
tunities for ascertaining, say that the body was 
still warm, hough the train does not 
stop at Minooka, there is a steep grade before 
rep.ching the town, and, as the train necessarily 
runs slower in climbing this, it would be easy 
for anybody to jump from the cars, and a num- 
ber of ravines in the neigiborhood furnish a 
place of retreat, if retreat was desired. 

Among the pergons under suspicion is one 
Mike Humphrey, a hard charactez who hangs 
around Morris, Humplrey’s brother lives 
in a house near the _ track, a mile 
east of Morris. Humphrey is a coal 
miner by trade, but has associated a great 
deal with railroad men, and has a reputation for 
jumping from trajns moving at a hign rate of 
speed, is bair is redaish-brown, and resembles 
that found in Nichols’s fingers, His reputation, 
his allezed skill in jumping trom trains, and the 
color of his hair are the only facts tending to 
cast suspicion on bim. He has not been seen 
since last Wednesdays. 

A curious fact in connection with the investi- 
gation into the crimes is the disappearance yes- 
terday of ,young “ Dick’? McDonnell, a ste- 
nographer to Agent Wygart, of the express 
company. McDonnell, who ig only 16 years 
old, was engaged yesterday in taking the testi- 
mony of Brakemun Watts concerning the rob- 
bery. He returned to the company’s office to 
write out his notes, and about 8 o’olock left the 
office to take the testimony to the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. He has not been seen since, and 
nothing has been heard from him, He wasa boy 
of good habits, and the theory igs advanced 
that the criminals, whom many believe are now 
in this city, abducted him, with the idea 
of igarning just what Watts had testified to. 
The boy’s father says that he was greatly ex- 
cited over the crime, and in his opinion has be- 
come temporarily deranged. Watts’s testimony, 
whatever it may amount to, can, of course, be 
easily obtained again. 

The officials of the road relieve Watts from 
complicity in thecrimes by the statement that 
he did not know he was going nut as haggage- 
man until an bour before the train started. The 
value of tie jewelry taken from the safe does 
not exceed $100, according to the statement of 
the express company.

GAMBLING IN KENTUCKY. 





A BILL MAKING IT FELONY PASSES THE 
SENATE. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 15.—The Ken- 
tucky House of Representatives witnessed a re- 
markable sight to-day. After whisky, it has 
been universally conceded that the most bane- 
ful influence which has been exerted in Ken- 
tucky politics has been that of a gang of gam- 
blers whose headquarters have been at Louis- 
ville. Their connections included attorneys of 
the Commonwealth, clerks of the courts, and 
others high in authority, and so great has been 
the influence of this crowd that even Govern- 
ors have felt it. In Louisville. merchants 
whose clerks and sons have been wrecked, 


have established a law and order club, through 
whose efforts, in the face of strenuous opposi- 
tion by the authorities, gambling bas receiveda 
check. This law and order club has passed a bill 
in the Senate of Kentucky making gambling a 
felony,but in the House to-day the younger mem- 
bers were conspicuous in an undisgui-ed effort 
to prevent the presentation ot the Senate bill. To 
such an extent was this movement against the 
Senate bill carried that the Speaker, to 
the great regret of his political admirers, 
showed a degree of partisanship which as- 
tounded his best friends. The Speaker went 
so far asto aid ina general effort to introduce 
long-winded resolutions, to prevent by their 
reading the calling up of the Gambling bill, and 
not content with this, he said toa member who 
requested a recognition in order to call up a local 
bili, **I would do it, but I am afraid that 
Gambling bill may be called up and passed.” 
The House was in session when this remark was 
made. Efforts have been made to suppress this 
affair, but the oldest men in the House, whose 
only ambition is the welfare of the State, deem 
it right and proper to no longer hide it, 





A DARING ROBBERY. 

Curicago, Ill, March 15.—Mrs. Nellie 
Shock reported to the police yesterday that 
she and her mother, Mrs. Jobnson, had been 
robbed in their house of $4,000 worth of 
jewelry. The women were ata dance until 3 
o’clock in the morning, when they went home 


with two men. They entered their house anda 
lamp had just been lighted, when three masked 
men sprang out of another room, covered the 
party with revolvers, and ordered them to give 
up their money and jewelry. The robbers se- 
cured a number of diamond ornaments, two gold 
watches and chains, about $100 in cash, and some 
solid silverware, all valued at nearly $4,000. The 
two women and their male friends were locked 
up in a back room, and the robbers left the 
house.

MRS, BARTON’S EFFORTS TO OBTAIN THA 
RELEASE OF HER HUSBAND. 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 15.—The appeal of 
Mrs. George W. Barton to Gov. McDaniel for 
the pardon of her husband reveals a romance 
of woman's love. Three months ago George W. 
Barton, a handsome man of 22, registered at the

THE FILIBUSTER FRAM

ADMIRAL JOUETT’S PLANS FOR 
HER CAPTURE, 

FRUSTRATED BY ORDERS FROM THE NAVY 
DEPARTMENT—THE STEAMER’S HUR- 
RIED DEPARTURE FROM ST. ANDREWS, 
ASPINWALL, March 3.—To-day Count de 
Lesseps, after a two weeks’ round of gayeties, 
such as the isthmus has never before known, 
leaves on the French mail steamer. Proces- 
tions, excursions, dinners, bails, and public re- 
peptions have followed each other daily, and it 
Is safe to say that, in spite of his 80 years, 
M. le Comte has done work that would 
have bowled out many younger men. Appar- 
rently indefatigable, the venerable President of 
the Panama Canal has attended every trip of 
Inspection along the route that bas been made 
by the delegates who accompany him, has 
observed and watched everything with a keen 
and never flagging interest, has xppeared pub- 
licly at all receptions tendered him both 
in Colonand Panama, upon which océasions he 
has never failed, by his briiliant oratory, to 
rouse any waning enthusiasm that might have 
existed in the hearts of his listeners in regard to 
tbe proniising future of the canal. Altogether 
the impression left by the Count has beena 
most favorable one, and whatever may be the 
Opinion in other quarters concerning the feasi- 
bility of completing the canal, there is no longer 
Any doubt expressed or entertained by isth- 
mhians on the subject. That the new loan of 
$00,000,000f. will be placed is almost an assured 
fact, and with a judicious eXpenditure of that 
sum it is certain that enough progress can be 
made to at least show the necessity for com- 


leting the canal, and some one will do it. 
WV bether of not France will be the nation is, of 
course, Aa Mere matter of speculation. 

Tte oew civil and military Governor of the 
National Department of Panama, Gen. Ramon 
Santo Domingo Vila, has addressed anallocution 
to the eitizens of the isthmus in regard to har- 
boring desperadoes and lawless Characters with- 
in the confines of his jurisdiction, which is direct- 
pa especially against the bands of pirates that 

ave recently been discovered to have their lurk- 

Ing placeson theisthmus. The so-called filibuster- 

ing expedition, of which the steamer City of 
Mexico seemed to be the head centre, proves to 
be of a more extensive and dangerous character 
than was at first supposed. Important in- 
formation recently obtained from _ reliable 
bources discloses the fact that several steam- 
ers were engaged in the affair, all backed 
by American capital and brains. The des- 

eradoes Delgado and Moré, who sre weil 

nown in Central America, were evidently 

the ringleaders of as villainousa set of pirates 
as ever cut a throat, and since their capture by 
the Uniced States steamer Gulena more evidence 
of this fact is constantly cropping up. Short- 
jy after the departure of the Galena for Key 
West witn the City of Mexico the steamer 
Fram appearei off the Island of St. Andrews, 
flying the American flag. The United States 
Consular Agent and the Captain of a wrecked 
American schooner who happened to be in port 
manned a small boat and pulled out tosea for 
the purpose of boarding her. Somewhat to 
their surprise the Fram was noticed to haul 
down her « riginal colorsand hoist the Norwe- 
gian ensign. Grave suspicions that the stranger 
might be a consort of the City of Mexico 
Were aroused by this manceuvre, and it was de- 
cided after a brief consultation that, should 
such prove to be the case, it would be no more 
than right to induce her to enter the port, even 
if by a subterfuge, in order to secure her. Upon 
boarding the Fram the first question that saluted 
the ears of these two venturesome spirits was: 

“Is the City of Mexico in port ?” 

The prompt reply was to the effect that she 
had just left torthe Island of Old Providence, 
pome 50 miles tothe northward, for water, but 
would be back oi: the following day. This ap- 
parentiy innocent remark appears to have in- 
duced the Captain of the Fram to run in and 
anchor for the night under the pilotage of the 
shipwrecked master of the American schooner. 
An invitation to the Captain and purser to visit 
the town was —— ed by the purser only, who 
proves to be one O’Brien, who formerly com- 
manded the City of Mexico. 

To his infinite disgust and alarm, O’Brien was 
informed, after getting well clear of the beach, 
that he was a prisoner; that the steamer City 
of Mexico nad been seized by a United States 
man-of-war, and was at that very moment on 
her way to Key West asa prize,and that it was 
well known that the Fram was engaged in the 
same perilous business that had brought the 
City of Mexico to grief. Convinced in his mind 
that ‘‘the jig was up,” Purser O’Brien next be- 
thought himself of hisown personal safety. to 
secure which he promptly offered to turn State’s 
evidence against his companionsin crime. The 
offer was accepted and his statement was taken 
down, which was to the effect that the Fram 
bad armsand men on board for Ruatan Is!and, 

which was to be the headquarters for the expe- 
dition; that she had put some of them on board 
the schooner Transport, and was at St. Andrews 
to meet the City of Mexico in obedience to in- 
structions. The steamer Neptune was cruising 
somewhere in the vicinity on a like mission. 

The discreet Captain of the Fram, evidently 
becoming somewhat alarmed at the prolonged 
absence of his purser, concluded that something 
had gone wrong, and without further ado hove 
up anchor and steamed away without let or 
hindrance for Kingston, Jamaica. From this 
port information was cabled to Colon of her ar- 
rival, and the assistance of the United States 
Navy was invoked to capture ber on the grounds 
0: baving violated neutrality laws and being en- 
gaged in a filibustering and piratical expedition, 
Abundant proof of these charges having been 
laid before Admiral Jouett, now commanding 
pur naval forces in these waters, that officer re- 
plied that he would giadly do anything in his 
power torid the seas of this piratical craft, and at 
once telegraphed the Governor of Jamaica ask- 
ing that official if he could detain the Fram until 
the flagship Tennessee should arrive; areply in 
the negative rather dampened the Admiral’s 
ardor, and the expedition to Jamaica was given 
up as useless. Itsoon became evident, however, 
that the idea of the Admiral going in search of 
the suspected steamer had had the effect of 
frightening some one interested in her, forina 
day or two, and just as the Tennessee was leav- 
ing the harborof Colon for Key West, a tele- 
gram was received from the Navy Department 
directing the Commander-in-Chief of our naval 
force to scrupulously abstain from interfering 
with any Norwegian or other foreign vessel, 
from which the inference is drawn that the 
Fram is at present under the Norwegian flag. 

The Colombian Government is in possession of 
considerable valuable information concerning 
the original plans of the steamers and schooners 
forming the present filibustering fleet, and it is 
not probable that: any headquarters for pirates 
will be established in Colombian territory where 
they can reap any advantage. Tbe proposed camp 
on Kuatan lsland has grag ony 4 been abandoned 
as well, and is not likely to be thought of again. 
In fact the outlook for the success of the expe- 
dition is not a healthy one. 

The United States frigate Brooklyn still re- 
mains with us and will doubtlessafford all neces- 
sary protection to American interests on the 
isthmus. The recent feeling of uneasiness ma 
on the whole be considered to have disappeared. 





THE HARVARD OREWS AFLOAT. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 15. — The 
Charles River was sufficiently clear of ice this 
afternoon to allow the Harvard crews to launch 
their boats for the first timethis Spring. allthe 
class crews, as wellas the 'Varsity, took advan- 
tage of the opportunity, and for several hours 
the boathouse and the stretch of river in its vi- 
tinity presented an animated appearance. The 
four class crews pulled out into the stream even, 
the Freshmen getting off pretty well, although 
3 number of men had never rowed before. The 


Varsity crew pulled off, rowing in the fol- 
lowing order: Bow, Butler, '88; No. 2, Rem- 
ington, °87: No. 8, Keyes, 87; No. 4, Yocum, 
Mining School; No. 5, Burgess, °87; No. 6, 
Alexander, °87; No. 7, Mumford, *87; Captain, 
stroke, Colony, Law School. Brooks, °87, who 
regularly rows at No. 7, was obliged to be ab- 
sent. Mumford accorijingly took his place, and 
Alexander filled the vacancy at No.6.

DEACON RICHARDSON’S TYRANNY. 
COMMISSIONER PECK ON THE WRONGS OF 
CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS. 

ALBANY, March 15.—Mr. Peck, Commissioner 
of Statistics of Labor, in his report tothe Législature, 
gives the results of his investigation of the grievances 
of the horse car Conductors and drivers of the State, 
The worst corporation in the state, in its treatment of 
its employes, Mr. Peck says, is the Atiantic-Avenue 
Company of Brooklyn, under the management of 
Deacon Richardson. The question was asked of no 


less than 50 of the oldest conductors, “In your 
judgment which of the surface railroads in 
New-York or Brooklyn is tbe most _illiberal, 
unjust. and tyrannical in its management?” 
and the answer in every case was: ‘ William Riehard- 
son's.” ‘ihe report says that there is no necessity for 
the unjustifiable penalties which exist on many roads 
for a failure to properly record every pussenger, and 
when the difficulties of the conductor's work in 4 
crowded car nre considered the exactions of the cor- 
porations become heartiess and unrexsonable. ‘ The 
general rule seems (o be that the companies must not 
under any circumstances lose anything. Someone 
must pay. ‘Their treatment of the poor, nerv- 
ous conductots who make these very nat- 
ural mistakes harsh and whnatural, and 
I hesitate not to say that they really 
set & premium upon dishonesty. ‘bey start out with 
the assumption that every conductor is a thief or will- 
ing to be. The slightest mistake is placed in the cate- 
gory of crime, and the poor uhfofturate is sent back 
to the world trom which he has been practically iso- 
lated during his epforced service with the brand of 
crime upon him. Rnd this upon the alleged evidence 
of hired spies and biackmailers, * * *Another abuse 
complained of was the practice of compelling con- 
ductors to ring up a fare before collecting it. ‘i his 
custom is sure in the long run to cause hardship to 
the employe, because there is alwuys a percent- 
age of what one of the officiuls terms ‘beats’ 
traveling in large cities. Besides, the drunken 
and naturally vicious are prone to forgetfulness in 
matters of this kind, and the employe, in order to 
avoid trouble, is forced to pay for them out of bis own 
pocket. ‘ihe practies should be discontinued. I can- 
not close this portion of the report without calling at- 
tention toa fact which well-nigh seems incredible, I 
discovered during the investigation in Brooklyn that 
the Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Company has had in 
practice for years a system of counting the returns of 
its conductors which practically prevents the employe 
trom having any voice whatever in deciding whether 
they are correct or not. It is the practice of the con- 
ductors on this road to turn in the amounts of the 
earnings of the car each evéning, with the record 
of the dial attachment which has counted them. 
But the money is not counted then; not until the 
next morning, and when it is not done in the presence 
of the conductor. What shall be said of such asystem ? 
What protection has he against the possibie mistakes 
of the machinery of the indicator? ust he be com- 
pelled to lose the greater portion of the next day in at- 
tending to an affair for which he was in nowise respon- 
sible? The company will not pay him for the lost 
time. What guarantee has thé poor conductor that 
he will not be cheated and defrauded by « dishonest 
clerk? Moreover, it is a temptation to un- 
scrupulous clerks to levy tribute upon eéy- 
the road. The autocrat of 
the subserviency or force 
favors. If dishonest he can enter into collusion with 
dishonest conductors. I fear that too many circum- 
stances of this kind have already occurred, and it is 
not necessary to enter the realm of supposition to 
show the utter hideousness of this pernicious system, 
It isan unnatural system which robs the poor em- 
loye of the few hours of hard-earned rest by haunt- 
ng his sleep with the fear that perhaps the machine 
will show that his wages will be forfeited and he him- 
self branded asathief. There is only one redeeming 
feature about this whole subject, and that is that it 
exists on but one road—the 
Brooklyn.” 

The revort concludes with an appeal tothe Legisla- 
ture, which is constantly passing lawsto aid the cor- 
porations, to do something to ameliorate the condition 
of the men whom the corporations are heartlessly 
grinding under foot.

‘I'he sales 
of English wheat during the week were 64,421 quarters 
at 2s. 0d., against 51,716 quarters at 31s. 4d. during the 
correspondinbg week lust year. ‘here have been con- 
tinued heavy deliveries of flour. Prices are 

materially altered. The foreign wheat 
trade 1s gradually hardening. The supplies 
are unusually short, yet English wheat continues to 
undersell foreign equivalents 6s. to 10s. per quarter. 
Some sorts of imported wheat are ridiculously dear 
compared with native wheats. ‘I'he difference is partiy 
attributed to the alteration in late years in the London 
mulling machinery.

ROGERS SAYS THE ORIGINAL MEMBERS 
PAID NOTHING FOR THEIR SHARES— 


MR. HEWITT DECLINES TO TAKE ANY. 


WASHINGTON, March 15,—When the telephone 
investigating committee met to-day J. Harris Kogers 
Was recalled. Hé daid that thé persons forming the 
original Pan Electric Company paid nothing for the 
stock in addition to the price fixed in the contract. 
Before going to New-York it had been understood 
that they wéfe to issue stock baséd upon the patents 
and the future possibilities of electricity. The 
gentlemen were to give their names as a guarantee 
to outsiderd that thé company would be hon- 
orably and fairly conducted. An enterprise based 
upon future possibilities required the gnarantee of 
men of national reputation. That was the considera- 
tion for which they were given their respective inter- 
ests. The gentlemen agreed to get & charter and 
give their names, and they had broken the bargain. 
Thé men selected were also shrewd dawyers, as litiga- 
tioh was looked for. Thesé things formed the general 
tenor of conversation among them before they went 
to New-York and while there. When a question of 
issuing stock was raised Mf. Young suggested that 
written certificates be used. Witness’s father ob- 
jected. Mr. Atkins also stated his understanding 
that stock was to be issued, and be saw 
no reason why they should not have stock. 
Witness said that Mr. A. 8. Hewitt had declined to 
take the stock reserved for him on the ground of 
feéblé henlth and acctimulated business. Witness, 
with Senator Harris aud Mr, Atkins, had gone to see 
Mr. Hewitt personally about the matter. ‘I'he interest 
reseryed for him had been diviaed and sold. Senator 
Vest bought some, and two lady acquaintances of Sen- 
ator Harris also bought stock. One hundred thousand 
dollars in stock was received by Gov. J. C. Brown. 
He was to feceive the.same terms as were offered 
to-' Mr. » Hewitt, except that 6 was to pay 
O smaller amount. Senator Harris said that the 
ladies referred to bought the stock as an investment. 
The proceeds of the sales of stock were divided 
among the gentlemen. Witness got his share, and -e- 
posed that the othere got theirs. Witnéss desired to 
correct a statement made on Saturday that each of the 

etsons interested had been given one-tenth Interest 
nthe company. He said that in accordance with 
z omises made by himself to others he had reserved 

70,000 of stock, which was deducted from the inter- 
ests held by thé others. Still, he said, his associates 
had 80 managed it as to be able to get their full tenth 
intérests. Withéss gave Kather Rochford, of st. 
Dominic’s Church, $100,000 in stock. He also gave 
$10,000 to Richard Wintersmith, of Kentucky. 

r. Ranney— Yes; I have seen hisletter. Heseemed 
to be very grateful. it seemed to have made him very 
happy. id he give anything for it? 

Witness replied inthe negative. He sald he had also 
given $10,000 in stock to. Marcus Wright. He had 
promised $10,000 to Gen Price in considerution of re- 
transfer to witness of a transmitter he had previously 
sold to Pricé. Witness regarded this as a valuable tn- 
strument, but he had never been able to get the com- 

any oO pay for it. Price had put his claim in the 

ands of attorneys for recovery. 

Mr. Ranney inguired whether the witness knew of 
any effort. by the Pan Klectric Company to sell or give 
stock to Congressmen, and if so,to whom, when, ana 
where. The witness replied that at a meeting at 
which Senator Harris, Gen, Johnston, Mr. Young, and 
witness (and possibly Col. Looney) were present Mr. 
Young stated thata number of members wanted to 
become interested inthe Pan Electric Company, and 
had frequently importuned nim on the subject. Young 
asked advice as to what should be done. He sug- 
tp that probably the members of the company 

ad enough of that class of gentlemen associated with 
them. The question was then discussed as to how 
much the members of Congress would give, Twenty 
dollars was proposed. but Young suggested that that 
wastoo much. He said that most of them wanted to 
getinonthe ground floor, oras near the ground as 
possible. Young counted on his fingers four or five 
members, ‘I'he matter was left with Mr. Young to do 
the best he could. The name of Mr. Dunn, of Arkan- 
sas, Was mentioned; witness did not remember the 
others. 

Q.—Mentioned in what connection? A.—As one of 
the parties anxious to become interested. That was 
one name Young mentioned. 

Q.—Was any one appointed to attend toit? A.—I 
think that Young was appointed to see them. 

Q.—Wasany definite arrangement made as to what 
stock should be given them for? A.—l1 think it was left 
with Col. Young. He should receive somewhere be- 
tween 810 and $20. The conversation continued some 
time astothe amount,and my impression is that it 
was left with Col. Young to do the best he evuld. 

Q.— Was anything fixed as to how much stock should 
be thus disposed of? A.—Notto my recollection. 

Q.—Did be report ever afterward? A.—No, Sir, I 
never heard of a report. That was the last I ever 
heard of it. There wasa private individual (my fath- 
er) who attempted to sell stock to a member. 

Witness stated that neither Gov. Brown nor Col. 
Looney held official positions at the time they became 
interested inthe company. Witness then went on to 
state that an effort had been made in is88 or the be- 
ginning of 1854, to have him appointed electrician of 
the House of Representatives, and Senators Harris 
and Garland had gone to see Architect Clark. While 
Clark spokein high terms of Witness he stated that 
witness sometimes became intoxicated. Qn being 
informed of this he told the Senators that 
he did not care for the place as far as money was con- 
cerned. His reason for desiring the place was that he 
mignt put in electric lights. He got a letter of intro- 
duction from Senator Garland to Messrs. Cox and 
Hewitt, but, in justice to nenator Garland, be must say 
that he did not know that his object in seeing the gen- 
tlemen was mentioned to Senator Garland. Gen John- 
ston went to see the Speaker in his behalt. Witness 
got a member by the name of Robinson, of New-York, 
to offer a resolution on the supject. Mr. Robinson 
held a certain amount of American Postal Telegraph 
stock. The individuals in the Pan Klectric Com- 
pany, with the exception of his father, were not in- 
terested in the stock, Witness being questioned as to 

the value of the Pan Electric stock stated that he had 
frequent offers for it, and it had been sold for money. 
Jacob ‘Thompson had given $5,000 cash for $50,000 in 
stock, The witness had an offer not long ago of $8 508 
share, Col. Looney had stated that there was a banker 
here at the Ebbitt House who had paid $3 50; that was 
about a month ago. 

Q.—Was your father a candidate for any office under 
this Administration? A—Yes; for some Office in 
which he could carry out his profession—such as As- 
sistant Attorney in some of the departments or a posi- 
tion abroad, at Marseilles or Milan. 

Q.—Was your fatheracundidate for Assistant At- 
torney-General? A.—I think not. I think that was 
never mentioned, unless it may have been in a jocular 


way. 

‘ne witness was then questioned by Mr. Oates as to 
the date of the interview in which Mr. Young stated 
that Attorney-General Garland had promised to bring 
suit. Witnesss fixed the date some time early in July. 
The second interview with Young wus in the latter 
part of July. Witness reiterated the statement as to 
Young's language on the occasion of the first inter. 
view. At the second interview the whole ground was 
not gone over.

Mr. Hewitt gave usa letter of in- 
troduction to Gen. Eckert, of the Western Union 'l'ele- 
graph Company. 

itness desired to correct an impression which 
might be drawn from his testimony relative to Mr.

G—pia pe assign them interest because of the 
official positions they held, or because of their stand- 
ing as lawyers and because you expected to be bene- 
fited by their services? A.—There were three reasons. 
One reason was that they held official positions, and 
from this fact they were widely known. ‘The second 
reason was because they were lawyers. ‘I'he third 
reason—last but not least—was because we had known 
most of them for many ying and we were satisfied 


they would conduct everything on an honorabie basis. 
We wanted none but such men associated with us. 

Q.—Did you expect to benefit by the exercise on their 
part of any power their official positions gave them, or 
did you look at their official positions simply as giving 
them standing? A.—Stunding; that is all. 

.—Was stock set apart for Mr. Hewitt as a man of 
business? A.—It was suggested that Mr. Hewitt wasa 
man well known in New-York, in the financial world, 
and well known for bonesty and integrity. 

Keferring to his attempt to secure the position of 
electrician of the House, witness said that it was un- 
derstood the position would collaterally benefit the 
Pan Electric Company. Hy that he meant he would 
be in postion to take advantage of the engine-, dy- 
namos. and oth«r machinery to carry on experiments 
which would alike benefit his associates and the Goy- 
ernment. HKeferring to the Postal ‘elegriph bill, the 
witness said that no influence, direct or indirect, had 
been brought to bear by his associates to secure the 
paseage of that bill. If the Pan Klectric instruments 
proved superior to other instruments they wanted the 
Government to use them, and not otherwise. Witness 
thought that his father and himself had received about 
$5,000 altogether in dividends. He did not recollect the 
exact amount; the books would show. 

At this point, on motion of Mr. Vates, the committee 
went into secret session, with the understanding that 
the examination of witnesses would be renewed on

There is 
yet another incident connected with this 
tale-from the isthmus that is still more 
mysterious. One of the piratical craft, the 
Fram, narrowly escaped the fate of the 
City of Mexico, and ran up the Norwegian 
flag and took refuge at Kingston, Jamaica. 
Admiral JovETr endeavored to have her 
held there until the flagship Tennessee 
could run over and look after her, but 
without success. Somebody had, how- 
over, been frightened, and word came 
from the Navy Department not to inter- 
fere with any Norwegian or other foreign 
vessel. Is it possible that the capital 
and brains enlisted in piracy secured the 
Intervention of the Navy Department to 
protect the Fram from capture? It is to 
be hoped that the recent visit of Jay 
GouLp to the West Indies has had nothing 
to do with the revival of piracy in those 
waters. 





It is fitting that the decision of the

The future 
rapid transit system of New-York will be 
underground, and it is not improbable 
that within ten years so complete and 
satisfactory a substitute for the elevated 
roads will be provided that those unsight- 
ly structures will be removed altogether. 








The influence of the cable capitalists in 
the State Senate was made pretty con- 
spicuous last evening in the effort to pro- 
tect from:amendment the Cantor bill, 
which does not affect the.cable-company’s 
application for a franchise, and to de- 
feat the consideration of Senator Pirts’s 
substitute, the passage of which would 
compel the cable company to purchase at 
auction its right to occupy the public 
streets. Senator TRAPHAGEN represented 
the interests of the cable company upon 
the floor of the Senate. It has already 
begun to dawn upon the voters of the 
Tenth District that they made a great 
mistake in not electing Mr. WaALTER 
HowE to the Senate last Fall. 











SPECIFIC DUTIES. 

There is one method of remedying the 
complicated difficulties in which the col- 
lection of customs duties is involved that 
has not received the attention it deserves. 
It is the general adoption of specific 
duties. Curiously enough many of the 
revenue reformers, the men who are most 
zealous in.advocating the reduction of the 
tariff duties and the simplification of the 
tariff law, are opposed to this change, The 
Revenue Reform Convention at Chicago 
last year passed a resolution against 
specific duties. But the reasons of their 
opposition so far as we have seen them do 
not seem to usof great weight. The chief 
of them is that.a specific duty rests most 
heavily on the cheapest goods, and so is 
oppressive to the class-of consumers who 
can. least easily bear the burden. But this 
isan objection only where goods cannot 
be easily classified according to quality, 
and this is the case in a proportion so 
small that the objection is outweighed by 
the advantages, which are numerous. 

The American Journal of Fabrics in a 
recent.number published the substance of 
‘a communication to the Secretary of the 
Treasury on this subject from a gentle- 
man of wide experience who was at once 
an importer and an agent for domestic 
manufacturers of silks, which takes a 
very temperate and sensible view. Among 
the advantages of the specific duties 
which he suggests is this: That it would 
give the Government the only positive 
and incontestable basis on which to en- 
force the full and honest payment of 
duties. This, it seems to us, can hard- 
ly be denied. The basis of the ad 
valorem duty is the market value 
of the goods in the country from 
which they are shipped, and this has 
been found by long and costly experi- 
ence to be one of those things that “no 
fellow can find out.” In some cases— 
those-of goods made exclusively for our 
markets and never sold elsewhere—there 
is no such thing as a foreign market 
value. The Government may try to sub- 
stitute for this an assumed or inferential 
market value, based on the cost of manu- 
facture and the ordinary profit. But it 
cannot determine this. It has not the 
elements needed for the calculation. It 
cannot get them. They are locked 
in the books, or perhaps solely in the 
brain, of the manufacturer, over whom 
the Government has no conclusive juris- 
. diction. He will disclose them or not as 
he chooses. He may misrepresent them. 
The Government, with its absurd machin- 
ery*of consular certificates, declarations, 
invoices, oaths, examiners, appraisers, 
and Treasury detectives at home and 
abroad, cannot get-at the truth if the for- 
eign manufacturer chooses to conceal or 
misstate it. All the Government can 
do is to make a guess and fine the im- 
porter or importing foreign manufacturer 
if his statements:do not coincide with that 
guess, But this is simply a barbarous 
mode of preventing honest importation. 

Again, the specific duty would place 
every importer, large or small, on the 
same footing as regards duties, and would 
give both importers and manufacturers 
alike the only sure basis of calculation for 
their transactions. This would of itself 
be a gain to the commerce of the country 
which can hardly be exaggerated. The 
writer of the communicatién to Mr. Man- 
NING states for hisown firm: ‘* We can 
only affirm that in spite of an ample cap- 
ital at our disposal, and having the best 
connections as well as excellent facilities 
for importing goods from abroad, we 
were obliged to drop one account after 
another, when we found that other houses 
were able to enter the same goods cheaper, 
and we saw no honest way of get- 
ting for ourselves the same advan- 
tages.” This tells the story. It is 
not so much the high duties, but 
the inequality inseparable from the ad va- 
lorem duty that interferes with business 
and deprives the Government of revenue. 
Doubtless a high specific duty would work 
injustice to consumers. Any high duty 
would do-that. The present.duties, which 
enjoy the complex disadvantage of being 
high and of frequently combining the 
ad valorem'‘and the specific duty, are prob- : 
ably as bad as the unaided ingenuity of 
man could invent. <A specific duty con- 
siderably lower than the present average 
would give the domestic manufacturer 
as much protection as the actual duties, 
and would give the Government more 





These would be solid gains. They would 
not be all that we need in the way of tariff 
reform, but they would be valuable, and 
they would clear the way for what re- 
mains. 

THE STRIKERS LOSING GROUND. 

It seems inevitable that the effort of the 
Knights of Labor to gain their point by 
blockading freight on the Southwestern 
railroads will soon be exhausted, They 
have already withdrawn the boycott 
against the handling of freight going to 
and from the Mallory Steamship Line at 
Galveston. This is done on the ground 
that the various railroad corporations con- 
necting with Galveston have no right to 
refuse freight offered to them as com- 
mon carriers, and would be liable to 
forfeit their charters if they should 
do so Being compelled to take this 
freight, they must require their men to 
handle it or get others who will consent 
todoso. Ordering the men to strike to 
effect a purpose which is beyond the con- 
trol of the companies employing them is 
certainly illogical and could only result in 
ultimate failure. It is a wholesome sign 
that the organization recognizes the logic 
of the situation and shows solicitude for 
the charters of the corporations upon 
which so many men depend for employ- 
ment. 

Already the strike on the Texas and 
Pacific Road is practically at anend, The 
company had a decided advantage in 
the contest, in the fact that it is bank- 
ruptand in the hands of a Receiver, who 
could call upon the United States court 
to protect him in his effort to run the 
road. The United States Marshals as- 
sumed the task of keeping the line open, 
and the officers have been able to obtain 
men enough to keep trains running. The 
offer to take back such of the strikers 
as are not objectionable to the offi- 
cers of the road cannot be very ac- 
ceptable to the Knights of Labor, as it re- 
serves the right. to refuse those who were 
active in causing the trouble, but there is 
little doubt that most of the men will 
gradually find their way back, when it 
is demonstrated that the running of the 
road cannot be prevented. 

There is little more logic in the strike 
on the Missouri Pacific and its associated 
lines than in the Texas boycott. The 
strike was ordered, not because there was 
any special grievance against the roads, 
but for the purpose of sustaining the 
effort to bring the Texas and Pacific to 
terms, It-was practically a boycott against 
freight connections with that line. It has 
not served the purpose of bringing it to 
terms, and is not likely todoso, The posi- 
tion of the strikers isa weak one. The 
engineers and firemen and the conductors 
have taken no part with them and stand 
ready to go to work as soon as trains can 
be safely run. The other employés in 
stopping work were only obeying orders 
from the organization of Knights of 
Labor, whose object was not to better 
their condition but to carry a point 
against the Texas and Pacific and compel 
the reinstatement of one manvas foreman 
in the car shops at Marshall, Texas. It is 
not likely that their sympathies were very 
strongly enlisted, and it is probable that 
most of them would be glad of an oppor- 
tunity to resume work. 

The course of the Missouri Pacific Com- 
pany has been moderation itself. It has 
even gone beyond the limits of reasonable 
moderation in submitting to the vexatious 
blockade which is causing embarrassment 
and loss to many branches of business, in 
order to avoid a contest with its men. 
But it has had no control over the cause 
of their dissatisfaction, while it is under 
the same obligation as the Texas roads to 
carry the freight offered to it, It has of- 
fered to employ all the men necessary to 
run its trains without discrimination 
against the.strikers, and has called upon 
the courts to protect its property. The 
strikers have so little ground to stand 
upon in continuing their fruitless effort 
to coerce one railroad by blocking the 
business of others connecting with it that 
the effort can hardly last much longer. 
Its failure will be a salutary lesson to the 
Knights of Labor, who ought to learn 
that they. waste their strength when they 
resort to irrational means for attaining 
an object, however justifiable the object 
may be in itself. 








THE LOSS OF THE OREGON. 

It is impossible to accept the disaster by 
which a magnificent steamship has been 
lost as an ‘tact of Gop” for which man is 
not responsible. The Cunard Company 
has fairly won an enviable reputation for 
safety. But this reputation has not been 
won by permitting the slack watchfulness 
that prevailed on the Oregon on Sunday 
morning. 

The disaster, in the lack of vigilance 
which it reveals, was very much like that 
which befell the Arizona some years since, 
when she rushed “head on” into an ice- 
berg. The Arizona was not destroyed, 
simply because she received the blow on 
the bow, and the watertight bulkhead 
behind kept out the water. It seems, 
however, that, with the enormous en- 
gines and boilers now in use on At- 
lantic steamers built for speed, it is im- 
possible so to protect the compartment 
containing them as to secure the ship from 
sinking in case of a serious leak in this 
largest division of the ship. It is a ques- 
tion for naval architects whether it may 
not be practicable to subdivide the com- 
partment containing the machinery 50 
that any one of the subdivisions may fill 
without sinking the vessel The Oregon 
was struck in her most vulnerable part, 
and in the part, too, that is most unlikely 
to be struck by acollision, It is either 
forward or aft, commonly the former, 
that a ship is struck, not often amidships. 

After the accident there can be nothing 
but praise for the efficiency of the officers 
and the discipline of the men, with 
the exception of the firemen who were 
panic-stricken. Everything was done 
that could be done, and done, too, 
without hurry or confusion, Never- 
theless, if the sea had been rough, 
so as to delay or make difficult the trans- 
fer of passengers, the loss of life that 
would have ensued would have made the

which the annals of the North Atlantic 
trade are so crowded and from which the 
annals of the Cunard Company have 
hitherto been so singularly exempt. 

But the good conduct which prevent- 
ed loss of life by the disaster ought not 


to blind us to the negligence by which. 


the disaster became possible. It is simply 
out of the question that a collision should, 
occur on a clear night between a great 
steamer and a coasting schooner going in 
the same direction without blame to any- 
body. The Oregon’s people seem disposed, 
naturally enough, to shift the blame to 
the crew of the-schooner. It is quite:pos- 
sible that the people on the schooner were. 
careless, and neglected to show the lights 
prescribed by the rules of the road at sea. 
Their mouths-are closed, and their version 
of the collision.can never be known. But 
it seems impossible that on such a night 
the schooner, with or without lights, eould 
have come into collision with one of 
the fastest steamers ever built, if a 
sharp lookout had been kept on 
board the steamer. We are not left to 
theorize upon this point, however, if we 
are to accept the story of a passenger, 
published yesterday, that the schooner 
was in sight from the steamer for ten 
minutes before the collision occurred. If 
the officer of the deck had seen the 
schooner or his lookouts had reported her 
to him the collision could not have oc- 
curred without a much grosser and more 
criminal negligence even than that in- 
volved in keeping a slack lookout when 
coming on the coast at full speed in the 
night time. The rule that the steamer 
shall keep out of the way of a sail- 
ing vessel when she has sea room 
to do it in is founded on equity 
and common sense, and in this case 
the Oregon had the whole Atlantic 
Ocean at her disposal. Evenif there were 
no such rule, a competent officer of a. 
steamer carrying the responsibility of a 
thousand lives would act according to the 
principle on which the rule is based. If 
the schooner had been seen by the look- 
outs and had been showing her proper 
lights the steamer-would, of course, have 
taken herself out-of the way. If she had 
been showing no lights, or none from 
which her position and course could be 
judged, he would have given his passen- 
gers the benefit of the doubt, and given 
the schooner a wide berth. The conclu- 
sion that the schooner was not seen as 
soon as she might and should have been 
seems to be inevitable. 

No doubt there will be a rigid investi- 
gation in England of the circumstances 
of the wreck, and the responsibility for it 
will be as fairly apportioned as it can be 
in default of the witnesses who were 
drowned in the schooner. But enough is 
known :to make it plain that the loss of 
the Oregon was a preventable disaster, 
and that the exemption of the Cunard 
Line from a terrible slaughter of pas- 
sengers was Owing more to good luck than 
to good management, 








THE COST OF GAS. 


There are pending at Albany bills intro- 
duced by the Gas Committee and by indi- 
vidual legislators providing that the price 
of gas in this city shall not exceed $1 25 
for 1,000 feet. We showed some days ago 
that atarate of $1 75 the profits of the 
Consolidated Gas Company’s monopoly 
are so great that they yield an annual 
dividend of at least 24.39 per cent. upon 
the money invested, and that a rate of 
$1 25 would yield a dividend of at least 
7 1-2 percent. on that sum. That state- 
ment was based upon two assumptions: 
First, that the investment really amounted 
to as much as $11,215,300, and, second, 
that the cost of the company’s gas deliv- 
ered to the consumer was really $1 05. 

It is probable that a full inside history 
of the gas companies would.show that the 
estimate of money actually invested was 
too high. The statement concerning cost 
of gas delivered was taken from the re- 
port of Mr. YALDEN, the Gas Committee’s 
expert, who-said that of the average rate 
received ($1 70) about 65 cents was profit, 
leaving about $1 05 for the cost. We 
cannot say that the company’s gas did 
not cost $1 05 in 1885. The company’s 
expenses are larger than they should be. 
But it is plain to us that its gas ought 
not to have cost so much as that, and the 
evidence showing that the cost: ought to 
be less gives new strength to the argu- 
ments—already conclusive—in support of 
the establishment:of a maximum rate.of 
$1 25. 

Mr. YaLpEeN-showed in his report that 
the South Metropolitan Gas Company of 
London, producing 10 per cent. more gas 
than the Consolidated Company upon a 
capital of only $11,401,800, furnished gas 
to consumers in 1884 for only 68 cents a 
thousand, and at the same time earned a 
dividend of 12 per cent. Plainly, this 
London company’s gas does not cost 
$1 05. Let us see what it does cost. In 
a paper upon “The Relation of the 
Modern Municipality to the Gas Sup- 
ply,” read a few days ago before the 
Philadelphia Social Science Association, 
Prof. EpMunpD J. JAMES quoted from an 
address made by the President of the 
American Gaslight Association in 1883 in 
which this matter of cost was carefully 
examined. Mr. ForsTaLu said that for 
the first half of 1883 the cost of gas deliv- 
ered to consumers by the South Metropol- 
itan Company of London was 389.65 cents 
a thousand, while the cost of that deliv- 
ered by the Chartered Company of the 
same city was 44.90 cents, the average be- 
ing 43 cents on the whole quantity sold. 
Of the items making up this cost only 
two—coal and labor—were lower than the 
corresponding items in this city, The 
net cost of coal, less residuals, was 
for one company 9.60 cents and for the 
other 13.33 cents. He declared that the 
higher price of coal and the lower value 
of residuals in New-York would bring the 
net cost of coal up to 25-cents a thousand, 
The cost of labor in London was 9.11 
cents for one company and 8.38 cents for 
the other. This item in New-York, he 
said, would be amply covered by 15 cents 
a thousand. Allowing for these changes, 
he declared that the total cost of gas 
delivered in this city should be 65 cents. 
There is a difference between this sum 
and $1 05. His opinion and figures seem 
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taken with the figures furnished by the 
London and other English companies, 
they prove that wundér honest and 
economical management the cost of gas’ 
in this city should be far below $1 05, and 
that a maximum rate of $1 25 to the con- 
sumer would yield far more than 7 1-2 
per cent. on the investment—probably 
from 15 to 20 percent. Moreover, they 
show that under honest and economical 
management the present rate of $1 75 
should yield a dividend of from 85 to 
40 per cent., instead of 24.39 per cent. Of 
course, a cost rate of 65 cents would not 
include indefinite sums used in control- 
ling Legislatures and buying Boards of 
Aldermen. But there is evidence that it 
would cover the legitimate expenses of 
‘manufacture and delivery. 

The price of gas in this city and in 
Brooklyn should be limited by law toa 
maximum of $1 25athousand. Even at 
that rate the profits will be much greater 
than those of a monopoly founded upon a 


to be. 








It isto be hoped that the Wimbledon 
riflemen will accept the invitation to a 
friendly shooting match now on the way 
to them from their Creedmoor brethren.

STORIES OF INHARMONY IN THE COMMITTEE 
DENIED BY FATHER CHAPELLE. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The Rev, L. P. 
Chapelle, of St. Matthew’s Church, in this 
city, and also one of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the Catholic University, criticises as 
strangely wrong the story that there is 
lack of harmony among the members of the 
University Committee, oppositson to Wash- 
ington as the site of the university, complaint 
about the preponderance of Eastern menin the 
management, and dissatisfaction because Bishop 
Becker, of Wilmington, was not made a member 
of the eommittee. According to Father Cha- 
pelle’s understanding of what bas been done and 
said, none of the assertions enumerated is true, 
When the question of selecting a site for the 
untversity was considered by the Organizing 
Committee, three sites were before them—Seton 
Hall, South Orange, N. J.; Philadelphia, and 
Washington. There was no contention fora 
Western site, and the choice of Washington was 
heartily unanimous. If the personnel of the 
committee is unsatisfactory because its mem- 
bers do not represent the whole country that 
dissatisfaction has not been Communicated to 
the committee as yet. The West is represented 
by two of the strongest Bishops of the Catholic 
Church—Bishop Shelding, ofjPeoria, and Bishop 
Ireland, of Minnesota. If changes are to be 
made the fact isnot known to many members 
of the committee. 

Father Chapelle regrets that it should be made 
to appear in the same dispatch with the other 
statements that he objects to as erroneous a re- 
—— dissatisfaction on the part of Bishop 

ecker, of Wilmington, because he was not hon- 
ored with a place on the University Committee. 
To suppose for a moment, he says, that Bishop 
Becker could be thus slighted is incredible to 
any Catholic who knows the esteem in which he 
is everywhere held. He was thought of and 
asked if he would accept a place on the com- 
mittee, but declined. He was, however, con- 
sulted frequently as to the best course to be 
pursued in organizing, and it is believed that he 
is entirely unaware of any intention on the part 
of any of the members of the University Com- 
mittee to ignore him in a matter in which he has 
been so deeply interested. 


THE TOLEDO MILLS FIRE. 

ToxrEpo, Ohio, March 15.—The mills of the 
Toledo Linseed Oil Company which wore burned 
last night were among the largest in the coun- 
try. The building where the fire started was de- 
voted to a new patented process for extracting 
the oilfrom the crushed seed by percolation, 
naphtha being the agent employed to effect this. 
There were over 100 barrels of this dangerous 
fluid in the building. stored in iron tanks, which 
exploded almost-simultaneously. The shock was 
like an earthquake, Frank Longmore and Will- 
iam Kirkham, two Lake Shore Railway em- 
ployes, were standing across the street from the 
building, and the broad sheet of flame 
was driven across, enveloping them, scorching 
off their hair and eyebrows, and burning their 
hands and faces till the skin hunginshreas. The 
night watchman of the Dayton and Michigan 
roundhouse was in the cab of a locomotive 
blowing an alarm on the whistie, and was biown 
out of the cab by the concussion, but received 
only a few bruises. Stark, the telephone boy, 
had his face badly cut by wii.dow glass, but is 
not seriously injured. Numerous minor casu- 
alties from the explosion are reported. The in- 
flammable nature of the buildings, filled with 
linseed oil and flaxseed, and the woodwork sat- 
urated with oil, prevented any portion of the 
works being saved. The company’s office was 
also burned. The’: Dayton and _  Michi- 
gan Roadmaster's office, bunkrooms, and 
blacksmith’s shop, and several smaller 
auxiliary structures were also destroyed. 
Three or four cottages near by were 
badly scorched as well as partly wrecked by the 
explosion, while the window glass in all struct- 
ures within several squares suffered more or 
less. ‘There were three large buildings and sev- 
eral emaller ones and all were totally destroyed 
except the boiler house. The old process mill 
was valued at $60,000 and its machinery at 

25,000. The new process mill and machinery 
cost $40,000. These figures include the stock of 
oil and seed on hand ineach. The Yaryan Man- 
ufacturing Company, which owns the patent on 
the new process, loses $8,000 worth of machinery. 
The total loss on the linseed oil works, including 
the Yaryan Company’s loss, is $180,000. The 
losses of the others, including the railroads, 
amount to $10,000. The insurance on the new 
process mill is put at $30,000, of which the New- 
York Mutual holds $10,000. The other buildings 
and machinery were insured for $50,600 in 27 
companies, none of which held over $5,000. The 
company will rebuild at once and continue the 
business. 








NEW-JERSEY'’S RAILROAD TAX CASES. 

TRENTON, March 15.—In the Supreme 
Court this morning the Attorney-General, 
Barker Gummere, and William S. Gummere, on 
behalf of the State, and Messrs. Deforest, Bedle, 
Drake, McCarter,fand Conover, on behalf;of the 


railroad companies, appeared to settle the form 
of judgment and the question of costs in the 
railroad tax cases. The subject was opened to 
the court by William 8. Gummere, who present- 
eG the form of judgment which the State insists 
should be entered in the cases. After a brief dis- 
cussion the court held, first, that no costs could 
be collected against the state, the State being a 
sovereign power; and second, that the rule for 
judgment entered by the prosecutors should be 
amended so as to limit its effect merely to the 
assessment and taxes levied under the act and 
leaving out of the judgment any determination 
of the question of valuations. The form of the 
judgment prepared was then approved by the 
court and ordered to be entered.

SusQUEHANNA, Penn., March 15.—H. C. 
Jessup isa son of the late Judge Jessup, who 
presented the name uf Abraham Lincoln before 
the Republican National Convention in 1860.

REITERATION OF THE DENIAL THAT MK 
WALTERS BOUGHT IT AT THE SAER, 
From the Baltémhore Sun, March 15. 

The New-York papérs still insist thag 
the 8-inch * peachblow” vase, whith was struoig 
down at the Morgan sale for $18,000, was pure 
chased by Mr. William T. Walters, of this city, 
Mr. Walters has explicitly denied in the Sun thaq 
he bought the vase or that any one bought if 
for him, but his statement does not appear t¢ 


have satisfied the New-York ips. The News 
York Sunof yesterday said editorially: “ We 
notice that THz New-YorK TiMEs and some 
journals in other cities have endeavored, with 
different motives, tu cast some doubt upon the 
purchase of this vase by Mr. Walters. We may 
as well stato that it is now in his collection, to. 
gether with the companion piece of simila 
shape and the similar small jar of the colo 
euphemistically designated as ‘ashes of roses, 
the last a unique and uncommonly beautifuj 
example of the same manufacture.” 

The statement that the vase is now in the 
Walters collection is undoubtedly erroneous. 
The vase is not in Baltimore, nor is anything 
known of its having been shipped to thig 
city. It has already been stated in thesa 
columns that some people think the vase wag 
purchased by the Art Society at the price named, 
$18,000, in order to justity its sale in the first ine 
stance to Mrs. Morgan by the society for $15,000. 
The society may have hoped that Mr. Walter 
or some other large collector would take the 
vase off its hands, though it is not to be sup« 
posed that any collector would have actually 
paid $18,000 for it, for, while that sum would 
not be an unreasonable price for an ex- 
ceptionally rare art object, there can be litt! 
doubt that it is altogether disvroportionatd 
to the market value of the vase ig 
question. In point of fact there is in the Wal« 
ters group of * peachblows,” to which particu 
lar reference was made in the Sun’s series 0 
articles on the Walters collections published q 
year ago, a vase which is thought by connoise 
seurs to be the finest example poth in form an 
color to be found in this country, not exceptin 
the New-York vase, about which there has been 
80 much controversy. The Morgan vase is un< 
doubtedly a beautiful specimen, which would 
be an addition even to the Walters collection, 
and it is to be hoped it may yet be added to tha 
treasures of the famous Oriental room in th 
Walters residence. At present, however, ther 
can be no doubt that the New-York papers ar 
allat sea. The mysterious vase was not pu 
chased by Mr. Walters at the sale, and has ce 
tainly not yet arrived in Baltimore. 


LEGALTENDER IN THE UNITEDSTATESX 

Mr. John Jay Knox read a paper befora 
the Academy of Political Science last evening 
after being introduced by Prof, T. W. Dwight, 
of Columbia Coliege. The subject was ** Legal 
Tender in the United States.” He gave a his< 


torical sketch of the legal tender and other issue 
of the Government. He commenced by referrin 
to the colonial currency, the issue of which, as a 
legal tender, was subsequently prohibited by the 
mother country, and stated that it was believe 
that this interference on the part of England ha 
as much to do with the breaking out of the Rey< 
olution as the question of taxation. He referred 
to the discussions in the Federal Corventiom 
and to the various issues otf Treasury notes, 
which, without exception, were made payable ad 
a specified time in the future and bearing inter« 
est. He stated that John C. Spencer, the Secre« 
tary of the Treasury during the Tyler Adminis« 
tration, evaded the law and issued notes which, 
in effect, were payable on demand, without in« 
terest. The Committee of Ways and Means ind 
vestigated these acts and made an elaborate re< 
port. in which it was claimed by the committed 
hat the Constitution authorized the Govern 
ment to borrow money, but not to issue bills o 
credit; that borrowing money implied the pay« 
ing of interest, and that interest-bearing notes, 
ayable at a future day, were a temporar 
oan, not designed to circulate as money, 
and could properly be issued, while note4 
bearing no interest, and payable on demand, 
were bills of credit, and could be issued only ig 
violation of the Constitution. He then gave q 
rapid review of the notes issued by the Buchanan 
Administration and the Liocoln Administration 
which followed, and gave a graphic sketch of th 
financial situation at the time of the brenking 
out of the war and the rapid accumulation of 
the public debt. He gave asketchotf the discus 
sions in Congress on the legal tender question 
and expressed his regret at the late decision of 
the highest tribunal of the country, and hope 
that not many years hence the question woul 
be brought before the court, and the third ded 
cision reversed and made to conform to the first. 
He closed by a discussion of the silver question,

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4ND “THE TIMES” COMES OUT 
AHEAD AS USUAL, 

WHE STORY OF HOW THE OTHER JOURNALS 
WERE BEATEN IN LOOKING UP THE 
OREGON’S COLLISION. 

The race for news of the disaster to the 
Oregon during Sunday night was one of the 
most remarkable in recent years, and again, as 
heretofore, THE TrMEs showed its superiority 
over the other New-York newspapers. The 
earliest edition that went to press gave full and 
exact particulars of the collision, told who had 
been aboard the Oregon, and recited the 
manner of their rescue. The very latest 
editions of its rivals were not abreast 
of the admirable story which the first 
issues of THE Times presented. In very rapid 
succession THE TIMES sent out its second and 
jater editions, which gave the most complete 
and graphic sketch of a tale of this kind that 
has ever been given. Thestory of the Captain 
of the Oregon and the vivid narration of a 
passenger who was an eye-witness of the col- 
Mision were exclusively printed in this paper. 
The great superiority of THE TINES’s account 
Was recognized everywhere, and ail over the 
city and for miles around there wasa tremendous 
demand for copies. 

The victory gained by THE T1MEs over its con- 
temporaries was the result of the cleverness and 
pluck of its admirable staff, backed by the re- 
sources of the office, It was nearly 6 o’clock on 
‘Sunday night before word was received in the 
various newspaper offices that an accident had be- 
fajlen the Oregon, Tugs wereat apremium when 
it became certain that the steamship Fulda, with 
the passengers of the Oregon on board, would not 
be able to cross the bar until after midnight, 
and that authentic news of the manner 
of the loss of the Cunarder could not 
be obtained without a trip out to sea. 
Three able reporters and an expert telegraph 
operator went forth to getatug. The operator 
carried with him an instrument, in order to send 
the messages over the wires as soon as possible. 
After a search a tug—the Ocean King—was 
found at the Atlantic Docks, Brooklyn. She is 
the larrest of her kind in this harbor. The 
steward was the only person aboard the vessel. 
The owner had to be Jooked up, the crew to be 
brought together, and the engineer to be pressed 
into service. All this was done with marvelous 
quickness, and then the craft started. It took 
only ashort time to get to Quarantine. There 
three other reporters of THE TIMES were sta- 
tioned, waiting for the Fulda to get to that 
stopping point. THE TnWEs’s boat went out and 
beyond. 

Near the Sandy Hook Lightship loomed up 
the Fulda. She was brilliantly lighted, and at a 
distance of almosta mile moving firures couid 
be seen aboard. Capt. Sam, of the tug, was 
ordered to approach her in the highest style of 
the art, and when within a couple of cabies’ 
jJength the tug’s whistle sounded in a most im- 
portant and businessiike manner. There was a 
strong dash of Health Officer in the tocts and 
an air of ease and authority about every 
one on board the little vessel as she ap- 
proached the big ocean steamer. The latter's 
decks were crowded, and fifty or more 
men, among wiom were several who 
were decorated with gold-laced caps, ran to her 
starboard side as Capt. Sam shouted, “ Make 
fast that line aboard the Fulda.” An “ Aye, aye, 
Sir,” in German was shouted back. The line 
was thrown, caught, and made fast in a twink- 
ling, but not before a long ladder that the tug 
carried was thrown against the rail of the Fulda. 


t was just lone enough to bridge the chasm

Jadder kept slipping backward and forward 
in @ manner to make an invalid dreadfully 
seasick. But neither of the three reporters on 
the tug was an invalid. They went up the ladder 
and jumped from the top of the rail to the main 
deck of the Fulda in a fiash. The extremely 
courteous officers tipped theircaps to the re- 
porters, who were amused, though rather morti- 
fied, to discover they were mistaken for Health 
Officer Smith and his assistants. Being in a 
hurry, however, they decided to defer explana- 
tions, as they had been informed by Health 
Officer Smith that under no circumstances 
would they be allowed to board the Fulda, 
though he had no objections, he said, to their 
holding a conversation witb her officers or 
pemoneets from a distance.

In about 60 seconds after their arrival it was 
bruited about the Fulda that three reporters of 
THE NEw-YORK TIMES were aboard. Had the 
reporters not begged off for business reasons all 
their time on board would probably have been 
consumed in shaking hands with men ‘*from 
home’’—“old New-York, you know.” When it 
was explained that every second was of value, 
and that news was at a high premium, the pas- 
sengers sbut off their flow of small talk and set~- 
tled down to business. 

“Tell us just what you want, boys, and there’s 
motning we have THE TrmMEs can’t get," was the 
genera) expression. 

In fewer moments than it takes to jot them 
down the reporters explained their needs. 

One man was taken charge of by a big New- 
Yorker who was attired in a pair of trousers 
and an ulster. The rest of a large and varied as- 
sortment of wearing papeeee was shrinking in 
cold sea water 20 fathoms deep. He was 
marched into the smoking cabin o? the Fulda 
where his guide said: **Gentlemen, a reporter of 
THE NeEw-YORK Times.” Crowded is hardly the 
word to describe the condition of thecabin. Its 
occupants were packed like figsina box. Some 
were making merry over a bottle of wine. 
Others were puffing at cigars asif their lsafety 
depended upon knocking oxygenskyhigh. All 
were talking. In the centre of the quietest 
group sat Capt. Cottier. He told his story as it 
was published ir yesterday’s TIMES. 

Tired Oregonians looked with admiration at 
the tactics of the interviewer. He didn’t waste 
his precious moments. In 20 minutes all three 
reporters were ready to get back to the tug. 
Good-byes were said, but the reporters saw, with 
an uncomfortabie eoaey J in the neighborhood 
of the fourth waistcoat button, that their tug’s 
line had been cast off and that the tug was 50 
yards away. The Fulda, too, they found 
was under steam. The tug’s Captain was 
ordered to follow the Fulda to Quarantine, 
Capt. Sam yelled back, “All right.” He ex- 

lained afterward how the officers of the Fulda 
Bad ordered his line cast off upon discovering 
that their visitors were reporters. They had de- 
termined if the reporters had the temerity to 
board the Fulda, they should remain aboard all 
night. The reporters, happily, were unaware of 
this and returned to the main cabin, where they 
wrote their stories with a rapidity that dazzled 
the eyes of perhapsa hundred passengers who 
gathered around them to see the act. 

Noticing that the Fulda was sowing up, the 
writing trio finished up their work. Then they 
ran on deck and yelledto Capt. Sam. The latter 
responded nobly and came at the big steamship 
head on. The tug looked painfully small along- 
side the ocean racer, but she looked smaller still 
and further away and harder to reach when 
Capt. Ringk, of the Fulda, rushing up to where 
the reporters stood, said: “Nobody can leave 
this vessel.” The reporters looked at each other 
and then at Capt. Ringk. He was certainly in 
earnest and repeated his statement. 

There was notime for parley. THE TIMES’s 
reporters had the story of the accident in their 
pockets. They had a“ beat” on all competitors, 
and they knew it. But to make this * beat” 
available they must reach their tug and return 

New-York at once. 

Capt. Ringk was supported by a number of his 
crew. While all hands were looking at the re- 
porters one of them, who bad one leg over the 
rail, suddenly swung the other leg over. 

The Captain made a grab at the reckless young 
man’s coat collar. He considered the young

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

“Home” is one of the prettiest of the 
charming series of plays Tom Robertson gave to 
the English stage iate in the sixties, plays that 
seemed then as fresh and sweet aa the early 
roses. The fragrance of Spring, the passion of 
first love, the buoyancy and joyousness of 
youth were mingled in them, with just 
a touch of playful cynicism borrowed 
from Thackeray. They were something 
new and delightful in the drama, they 
made a new race of actors, they gave 
pleasure to the playgoers of two countries, and 
they had their day. The roses will fade. Some 


of the actors who gave lifeand shapeto Rop- 
ertson’s dainty but fragile comedies have out- 
rown the plays; others have passed away. In 
ondon Mr. and Mrs. Bancroft have retired to 
rivate life; Mr. Hare and the Kendals have 
ong been seeking a new dramatist capable of 
fitting their maturer powers and satisfying their 
loftier aspirations, and _ they have not yet found 
him. In New-York Mr. Wallack, whose elegance, 
grace, and airiness just suited the Robertson 
plays, bas reached an age when the fireside 
has more attractions for him than the foot- 
lights. His admirable style remains, however, 
and his acting is heartily enjoyed by old and 
young alike when he revives one of the favorite 
pieces of his repertory, and comes forward for a 
few nights as he did last evening in ** Home.” 
There was a large audience, including many who 
remember Lester Wallack as the hero of comedy 
and the romantic drama long before Tom Rob- 
ertson was heard of, and many more so young 
that the career of that genial and gitted play- 
wright seems to thema part of ancient history. 
The performance was received with rapturous 
applause, and during the fortnight to be devoted 
to ** Home” the play will afford much pleasure; 
but what success it secures will be due to the 
chief actor and his associates rather than to the 
lay itself. Mr. Waliack was in capital spirits 
ast night, and he invested the scenes in which 
he figured with much of their old charm, The 
episode at the piano and the mock love 
scene over & volume of Tennyson, are passages 
in which his ease of manner and character- 
istic droliery are well displayed. His imper- 
sonation of Alfred Dorrison has lost some of 
the ardor of youth, of course, but it is still a 
finished and agreeable piece of comedy. Mr. 
Gilbert was, as of old, an excellent old Dorrison, 
and Mr. Harry Edwards, though a trifie too 
noisy and lacking in unctuousness, pleased the 
audience as Mountraffe.

THALIA THEATRE. 

Herr Mitterwurzer, the German artist 
who was first beheld at the Star Theatre some 
months ago, has just entered upon a series of 
farewell performances atthe Thalia, where he 
appears with the suport.of the rerular company 
of the house. “He was seen there last evening 
in “Richard III,” and during the remainder of 
the week he is to perform nightly in a different 
play, the current répertoire ranging from 


**Hamiet” to “Doctor Wespe.” On the occa- 
sion of Herr Sonnentha)!'s visit to this country 
reference was made in this place to the Ger- 
man fashion of allotting to a performer 
characters the most diverse and dissimi- 
lar, and to the advantages and evil results of 
the custom. Asa means of education a training 
of this sort is of the greatest possible value to the 
artist. As an end in which the edification and en- 
tertainment of the public are considered the sys- 
tem cannot be commended. Enthusiastic biogra- 
phers and imaginative historians have indeed set 
forth that the actors of the past were equally 
happy in comedy and in tragedy, but actual ex- 
perience has offered slight evidence in 
of this assertion. In Germany, 
and in presence of German audiences, 
the attendants on Herr Sonnen- 
thal’s representations in this city may have 
observed, the personality of the comedian 
carries him victoriously through all his efforts. 
This condition of things does not obtain, un- 
luckily for the performer,in France, in Eng- 
land, or in this country, and in dealing with 
Herren Sonnentbaland Mitterwurzer from the 
standpoint of the English-speaking auditor 
these gentlemen must be judged wholly by their 
greater or less fitness to the réles allotted to 
them. The impression left by last night's per- 
formance was that Herr Mitterwurzer, al- 
though an intelligent and experienced actor, 
is not a representative of Shakespearean per- 
sonages. His Richard IIJ. was a melodramatic 
portrayal, lacking neither clearness of concep- 
tion nor sympathetic and vigorous execution; 
it was, however, deficient in subtieness and 
detail, and the poetic atmosphere that 
1s an essential environment of the Shake- 
spearean drama was never suggested by 
any part of the actor’s work. Richard, 
as revealed by Herr Mitterwurzer, was simply a 
very bad and very disagreeable man; of the 
demoniac malignity of the prere hero, of 
bis sinister suavity, and o the fearful 
transitions from feminine softness to fiend- 
ish rage the German player’s methods con- 
veyed no hint. The chief merits of the 
delineation lay in its directness and virility. In 
the flerce scenes at the close of the tragedy 
Herr Mitterwurzer was particularly effective, 
while some neat touches of art, as in the 
interview with the young Princes be- 
fore their removal to the tower, relieved 
occasionally the monotony of a  so0me- 
what conventional performance. The general 
representation was passable, although Friiulein 
Randow, who embodied the Queen in conse- 
quence of Friulein Hagedorn's sudden indispo- 
sition, was by no means equal to the réle. Two 
absurd murderers, whom the audience last 
night would have applauded Clarence for turn- 
ing upon and slaying, in defiance of the require- 
ments of the play, should be eliminated if 
“Richard III." is to be repeated during the en- 
gagement now in progress.

—THE LOVE-SICK SENATOR. 

WasuHineton, March 15,—Mr. W. L. Tren- 
holm will soon be named eas Controller of the 
Currency fand will leave the Civil Service Com- 
mission. That will make a necessity for the 
President to select two Commissioners. The 
successor of Mr. Dorman B. Eaton will probably 
be Mr. Charles Lyman, the present chief exam- 
iner, and an admirable officer. The Democrat 
who will succeed Mr. Trenholm has not yet been 
determined upon, but he will be a friend of the 
reform, which is growing in strength, even in 
North Carolina, where it had scarcely a 
friend .a year ago, simply because it 
was not understood. Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury W. E. Smith is gradually and some- 
what painfully coming tothe conclusion that 
there is a civil service reform Jaw, and that it 
must be obeyed. Some time ago, it seems, he 
discovered that certain offices in the New-York 
Oustom House called the Captain of the Watch 
and Lieutenants of the Watch were not filled. 
They were soon filled,and presently the Civil 
Service Commissioners were after him to know 
how they were filled and by what authority of 
law. The matter was referred to Solicitor Mc- 
Cue by Secretary Manning, and the result was 
the issue to-day of an order from Mr. Manning 
to restore the men to duty as inspectors or night 
watchmen, for the reason that the places of 
Captain and Lieutenants of the Watch had ex- 
pired by law and no authority could be found 
for reviving them.

EX-AUDITOR VOORHIES DEAD. 
eee eee 
A WOMAN ANXIOUS FOR A LOAN SHE MADE 
HIM JUST BEFORE HIS DECEASE. 
Ex-Auditor Zachariah Voorhies, of 
Brooklyn, died early yesterday morning at his 
home, No. 83 Morton-street, in that city. He 
was 51 years old and leaves a widow and two 
daughters. Mr. Voorhies was born in West~ 
chester County, but went to Brooklyn before 
he was of age and became interested in politics 
as a Know Nothing. The Common Council ap- 


pointed him clerk in Civil Justice Curtis’s court 
in the Spring of 1856, but in the Fall of that 
year he was nominated for Justice on 
the Democratic ticket, opposing Justice 
Curtis, and was elected. In 1661_ he 
went to New-Orleans as Assistant Pay- 
master in the army, and served until 
the close of the war. @ returned to Brookiyn 
and was b a any Police Justice, in which capacity 
he served for four years. In 1880 Mr. Voorhies 
was elected Auditor on the Democratic ticket 
and remained in the office three years. Sheriff 
Farley appointed him a deputy last year, but_he 
save up the posttion after a few months. The 
deceased was a Grand Army man, a Mason, and 
& member of the Exempt Firemen’s Association. 
He leaves his family in comfortable circum- 
stances, and the story that was circulated in 1880 
that he had won ,000 in a lottery is believed 
to be true. He would never deny or admit it. 

A lady who gave the name of Rosina Cooke, of 
Freehold, N. J., entered Surrogate Lott’s office 
at ll o’olock terijay morning and inqui 
anxiously if Mr. Voorhies had deposited a check 
for $3, there. She said she had given the 
dead man $7,000 to invest for her, but she had 
no written proof of the loan. Before going to 
the Surrogate she had visited Mr. Voorhies’s 
office, in Williamsburg, and examined his check 
book, but could find ho record of the transac- 
tion. Mr. Voorhies had told her, she said, that 
he bad deposited in the Surrogate’s office a check 
for $3,000, in lieu of a bond, in the care of an 
estate of which he was Administrator, and 
that if he died she was to get this money from 
the Surrogate on demand. No such sum was in 
the Surrogate's office, 80 Mrs. Cooke put her case 
into the hands of an attorney.

THE INVESTIGATION INTO THE LYNCHING 
OF ‘*MINGO JACK” AT EATONTOWN. - 
Eleven members of the Coroner's jury 
engaged in investigating the lynching of * Mingo 
.Jack” at Eatontown, N. J., were much edified 
yesterday at the antics of the twelfth juror. 
The latter, Thomas White, is supposed to be one 
of the richest men in Eatontown, and is old 
enough to bea grandfather. His fellow-jurors 
and the two Coroners, as well as the counsel in 
the case, to say nothing of the spectators, were 
surprised to see him pick up from the floor and 
ut on his head the torn hat found in ** Mingo 
ack’s” cell, and supposed to be the property of 
one of his lynchers. The general feeling of sur- 
rise became stronger when Mr. White tried 
hat hat on several! of his fellow-jurors ina play- 
ful way. They took it all in good part and tried 

to calm him. 

But Mr. White wasin no humorto be calm. 
The Jersey applejack that was within him was 
bound to meke itself felt, and in response to 
its instructions Juror White sees up the rope 
with which “ Mingo Jack” had been hanged and 
attempted to lasso his neighbors. They objected 
to this sort of pastime, but in a good-natured 
way, in order not to create more scandal than 
could be avoided. Coroner Van Woert was 
asked if he did not think it advisable to adjourn 
the investigation until Juror White had calmed 
down, but he decided to continue until the regu- 
Jar hour, 6 o’clock. Every one was relieved when 
the hour of adjournment arrived. 

Miss Angeline Herbert, the young woman 
who was assaulted by “Mingo Jack,” was 
examined by the Coroners’ counsel yester- 
day, but she knew nothing that bore upon the 
ease. John RB. King, a wheelwright, was the most 
important witness of the day. He lives on the 
Poplar road, and he testified that he saw two 
double teams pass his house about 3:20 o’clock 
on Saturday moreing. March 6. The wagons 
were of the usual farmer's type, and were 
covered. They apparently contained about 
six men each, and all the occupants were 
boisterous. John B. Coffin testified that he 
was the writer of an article that appeared 
in the Fatontown Advertiser a week after the 
lynching, in which the Prosecutor of the Pleas 
and the Coroners were advised to put a stop to 
the investigation, as the people of Eatontown 
did not want the identity of the lynchers dis- 
covered in the courts. e said he was the 
writer, and he believed he echoed the sentiment 
of the entire community, with a couple of ex- 
ceptions, when he said that while Eatontown

might know who the lynchers were, the town 
did not want the case pressed. In printing such 
an article, he did not know he was committing 
contempt of court and had no intention of do- 
ing so, he said. 

The investigation was adjourned until Mon- 
day, and Prosecutor Swartz said that probably 
no arrests would be made until the close of the 
inquest.

AN ELEVATED ROAD GRAB, 


—_——__a——_—. 
EXPOSING THE STARTLING FEATURES OF 
THE POWER BILL 


President Coleman, of the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments, at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment called attention to Assembly bill No. 288, 
introduced on Feb. 17 by Assemblyman Power. 
This bill gives the elevated railroads the right to 
build connections from points on their present 
line to all ferrries and railroad stations and from 
one elevated road to another, ‘ This isa very 
queer bill,"? remarked President Coleman. “I 


have understood that the advocates of the 
bill claim that it was drawn in the interest of 
the people of Brooklyn and Jersey City who 
periodicaliy visit this city. Under its provisions 
the plaza in front of the City Hall would be 
covered with workshops and structures for cars. 
Storehouses for cars would be built at the 
foot of every street where there is a terry 
or a station. It is only two years ago since 
the elevated railroads sought to escape the 
Dey meer of taxes on their capital stock of 
$26,000,000 by moving their offices to Westchester 
County. They were enjoined by the courts and 
were forced to cease their efforts to evade their 
lability to the city. Under the Power bill they 
are trying to legalize the removal of their offices 
to the adjoining county. The men who propose 
to build the elevated roads beyond the Harlem 
are the same persons who at present control the 
elevated railroads now in operation. It is pro- 
posed to cross the Harlem River on the Second- 
avenue bridge and join the two systems. Then 
they will work to Westchester County. This bill 
of Mr. Power is an outrageous bill and should 
be condemned.” 

After a further examination of the bill it was 
found that even Mail-street, the highway just 
north of the Post Office, which is supposed to be- 
long to the United States Government, might be 
oceupied by the elevated roads under the act. 
The board passed a resolution asking Corpora- 
tion Counsel Lacombe to draw up a protest 
against the bill on behalf of the city authorities. 





BURGLARS MAKE A GOOD HAUL. 

Burglars got into the wholesale grocery 
store of BH. B, Crosby & Son, at Paterson, on 
Sunday night, and robbed the safe of $1,000 in 
money and a considerable amount of stocks and 
bonds. The store extends from Main-street 
through 200 feet to Washington-street. En- 
trance was effected on the latter street by for- 
cing open the door witha “jimmy.” The safe is 
within an office in the centre of the store, and so 
situated that once inside the burglars could 
work away without fear of detection. They 
drilled a hole over the combination, broke the 
pin, and then easily opened the door. The 
burglars carried off $450 in trade dollars, weigh- 
ing about 20 pounds, $550 in bilis, $5,000 in North 
Carolina bonds, worth about $500, and stock in 
the First National Bank, Paterson, and in the 
Produce grasp’ Bank, New-York, to an 
amount not exactly known. There is no clue ag 
to the burglars, but it is believed they are of the 
same gang who sometime ago robbed the safe 
of F. C. Van Dyk of $100,000 1n securities,
